wide and deep, and runs to the east ; 
Ibr we were obliged to go to it to water 
our camels, and here we saw many 
boats made of great trees, some with 
negroes in them paddling across the 
river. The city is strongly walled in 
with stone laid in clay, like the towns 
and houses in Suse, uniy a great deal 
thicker : the bouse of tbe king is very 
large and high, like the largest house in 
M Mogadone, hot built of the same mate> 
rials as tbe walls: there are a great 
many more house? in that city built of 
stone, with shops on one side, where 
they sell salt and knives, am! [>lue 
cloth, and haicks« and an abundance of 
elber things, with many gold ovnaments. 
Tbe inhabitants sie* blacks, and tbe 
chief is a rely large and gray-headed 
old black man, who is called Sk^^^ 
which means sultan, or kinj^.

time. Tbe Shegar or king is always 
guarded by one hundred men on mules, 
armed with good guns, and one hun- 
dred men on foot, with guns and h>ng 
knives. He would not go into tbe Mil-' 
lah, and we only saw him four or five 
times in the two moons we «ta\ ed at 
Tombuctoo, wailing for the caravan ; 
but it bad peri>hed on the desert — nei- 
ther did the yearly caravan from Tunis 
and Tripoli arrive, for it had also t>een 
destroyed. The city of Tombvctoo is 
very rich as well as very laige ; it has 
four gates to it ; all of them are opened 
in the day- time, but very strongly 
guarded and shut at night.

In the square space of twelve OT 
fifteen yards lay eighteen grenadiers in 
the agonies of death, and three officers 
propped up against stumps of trees, two 
of them mortally wounded, bleeding, 
and almost speechless ; what a specta- 
cle for one whose bosom glowed with 
pbilaiultfopy, and how v^eo^t tl^e

impulse, which r.^vt excite men of sen* 
sibility to seek such scenes of barba- 
rism ; 1 found the courageous Colonel 
Cilley a straddle on a brass twelve- 
pounder, and etulting in the capture— 
whilst a surgeon, a man of great worthy 
who was dressing one of the officers, 
raising his blood -besmeared hands in a 
frenzy of patriotism, exclaimed, Wilkin- 
son, I have dipt my hands in British 
blood. He received a sharp rebuke 
for his brutality, and with the troops I 
pursued the hard-piesaed lij iiig eueaiy, 
passing over killed and wounded, until 
I heard one eiclaim, protect me, Sir, 
against this hoy." Turning my eyes, 
it was my fortune to arrest the purpose 
of a lad, thirteen or fourteen years old, 
if) iht act of taking aim at a wounded 
ofliccr who lay in the angle of a worm- 
fence. Intpjiring his rank, he answer- 
ed, I had the honour to command the 
grenadiers;** of course, I knew him to 
be Major Ackland, who had been 
brought from the field to this place, on 
the back of a Captain Shrimpton, of his 
o',vn corpc^ uiKlcr a heavy fire, and was 
here deposited, to save the lives oi both, 
i dismounted, look him by the hand, 
and expressed hopes that he was not 
badly wounded; •* not badly replied 
this gallant officer and accomplished 
gentleman, •* but very inconv( niently, 
I am shot through both legs ; will you. 
Sir, have the goodness to have me con- 
veyed to your camp?" I din ctc-J my 
'servant lo alight, and we lifted Ackland 
iulu his .seat, and ordered biin to be 
conducted to bead-quarters.' 

The painting of the Baroness Rei- 
desol is not less vivid, when she de- 
scribes the dreadful scenes she was 
compelled to witness in the British 
camp. We have never seen the nar« 
rative of the Baroness^ of which Gene* 
ral Wilktiison baa preaented us with 
some spirited translations.

To eoileet these scattered materials of otii ;ia- 
tural hii'nry. to di?|ilny the riches of the tiii- 
nerai kingdom of each of our slates; loin- 
form the scientific (reveller nnd citisen; to 
encourage llie growint; Ixstr of this science in 
our country ; to communicate discoveries and 
invite researches; are objects so useful, so 
important, that it would be impossible to 
doubt of Ihe public favour being shown to 
ibis uodertaliing.

The 
Reporter being one of tlie attending 
})hysicidns to that extensive charity, and 
useful school of practical medicine, feels 
it a duty wbicii be owes to the profes- 
sion, to comnumicate a part of the fruits 
of his experience : and his observat i c n^^, 
lie trusts, will be the more valuable 
from being made among a class ot the 
community most exposed to the in- 
fluence of the weather, the vicissitudes 
of the seasons, and other morbific causes. 
The wide range of observation afforded 
by a large and well regulated public 
Dispensary, will warrant the assertion, 
that the practice of sucli an Institution, 
pieseFits opportunities of improvement 
and instruction, far superior to those 
possessed by practitioiKirs in general, 
and even to those enjoyed by the phy- 
sicians of a public Hospital, in which a 
disease is rarely seen until it be consi- 
derably advanced, and then only in an 

arti6cia] situation,'' divested of its 
original localities, or those surrouriding 
circumstances by which it w-'^'^ modified 
or iiiflucnced. Tbe great facility of ac- 
cess tu a Dispensary, on the contrary, 
^ives to tbe medtc^ attendant oppor- 
tunities of observing, and careHiUy 
watching a disease through alt its pro- 
gressively varying stages, from the mo- 
ment of its invasion, to its termination; 
and that, too, in tiie very spot where it 
orijrinated, and surrounued by the cir- 
cumstances windi affect it. 

With these general observations, the 
Reporter proceeds to offer a few brief 
remarks on some of the diseases of 
1816, a year remarkable for tbe unex- 
ampled coolness and dryness of the 
greater part of tbe spring and sunmer 
teasons. 

The present periodical account of 
diseases, may, with some exceptions, 
be regarded as a tolerably exact epitome 
or general view of the state of epi- 
demics, and tbe relative proportion of 



different disorden to each either, whe- 
ther chronic or acute, as they prevail 

throughout the citj'. 

The fl liferent kind of fevers, enume- 
rated m the above catalogue of diseases, 
in general, presented nothing untoward 
in their symptoms, and for the most 
part, yielded very readily to the reme- 
dies usually prescribed 6x their reliei- 
Under the head of Continued Fevers, 
are enumerated the Synochus and Ty- 
phus, in their dtffere?it degrees and va- 
rieties, whether Bri^ins:; IVotn contagion, 
or produceu the ujieration of cold, 
and other debiiilaiuig causes. 

It will be seen by a perusal of tbe 
foregoing list, that the most prevalent 
diseases of New-Yoric, are affections of 
the lungs and bronchia. No less than 
one hundred and eiglity-six cases of 
Pneumonia alone, are recorded in the 
table. The far greater part of these 
appeared in that form of pulmonic in- 
flammation denominated reripneumu- 
Ilia. In several of these the patient 
complained of a difficulty of breathing, 
with a sense of load, tightness, and op- 
pression of the chest, rather than of ac- 
tual pain ; which symptoms were some- 
times attended with a state of debility 
or general depression of strength, that 
seeujed to render the use of the lancet 
inadmissible. Blisters to the chest, 
aperient medicines, diaphoretics, and 
preparations of squill, or sometimes of 
antimony, were tbe remedies which 
seemed to ^ive the most certain relief. 

The only unii*ur\l epidfirnic disease, 
that will be fuiin J uoou tlie list, is that 
of small pox, wijjch was most prevalent 
duriiig the autumn and winter of 1 8 IS- 
IS, and destroyed during its visitation 
(as appears from an inspectioD of tb« 
bills of mortality for the city) more than 
^50 persons ! a circumstance the more 
to be lamented, inasmuch as the pub- 
lic are in the po^Kession of a safe and 
effectual preventive. The principal 
cau.»e, perhaps, which led to the exter- 
mination of this loathsome disease, was 
the general dtfluBtoa of vaccination 
among the poor ; of whom more than 
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four thousand were vaccinated from tlie 
Dispencaiy alone, dunug the j)reva- 
lence of the epidemic. Of Ibis number 
not a f iogle iosUnce of the occurrence 
of Um smali^pox after the vaccine 
dbeaaa^has come before the Dispensa- 
fy. — ^In connexion with the pre5!ent sub- 
ject, it rnny be proper to n^ention an 
extraordinary instatice oftlie communi- 
cation of sinall-pox, to the ftctus in 
iitero, which came under the observa- 
tion of the writer in tbe month of March, 
1816.— A jOrs. W*~-, of this city, 
who iiad formerly gone through the 
small pox, waaafefv days before lying- 
in, casually exposed to tbe variolous 
contagion. She went her full time, and 
was delivered of a Jiving cliild, uhich 
sickened on tbe second day after birth, 
and on tbe fourth and fifth days, was 
corered with eruptions of a confluent 
small pox. The child died on the nine- 
teenth day It is almost superfluous to 
mention that the mother did nut lake the 
disorder, or shn^v any visible marks of 
its operation. As to the disease with 
which the infant was allfected, being a 
jgenuine and well marked of small 
pox, there could not be the smallest 
doubt ; and in this opinion the Reporter 
was fiirther confirmed by the coocur- 
lence of Dr. Hosack, whom be request- 
ed to see the crjse A similar instance 
of the communication of small pox is 
recorded by Dr. Alead ; and catcs 
by Dr. Jenner, in the first volume of 
the Medico Cbirurgical Transactions of 
London. One practical inference to 
be drawn from them is, that it is dan- 
gerous both to tbe mother and the child, 
for a pregnant woman to expose herself 
to the contagion of sniall pox, even 
though she may have had that disease. 

The cases of varicella, or chicken 
pox, were chiefly of the confluent kind, 
and hy an inattentive observer^ might 
easily have been mistaken for small 
pox. 

Tbe other principal acute disorders 
that remain to be notirod. consisted 
mostly of a few cases of rheuraati!>m j 
ioflammation of the eyes and throat ; dy- 
senteria; and cUoltra, chiefly of infants. 
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On tiic subject of chronic ccwnplaints, 
some remarks n il! be oflered in future 
numbers. Tbe most prevalent, and at • 
the same time most important ones, 
during the period under consideration* 
were asthenia, or cases of general debi- 
lity, comprehending a large proportion 
of diseases U'^uilly denominated ner- 
vous ; chronic rlieurnatisms ; catarrhal 
and pulmonary adectiuns ; disorder* of 
the stomach, intestinal canal, and ute- 
rine system ; and lastly, a large number 
of chronic eruptions of the skin, of va- 
rious kinds, but chiefly the scabies ; 
the papulous eruptions, particularly the 
prurigo, or severe itching of the skin, 
both general and local; the porrigo, or 
scald head ; some tubercular alTections ; 
the humid, or ruii/noi;, and the dry, or 
S6aly tetter; the pityriasis or dandruff; 
and a case of lepra. In tracing the 
origin and causes ef these affections of 
the skin, they were often found to be 
connected with a general vitiated Iiabit 
of bodv, sometimes with disorders of 
the stomach, with obstructions of some 
of the viscera, or a state of asthenia, or 
general debility. But tbe most fre- 
quent of all causes, was the habitual 
neglect of cleanliness. 

In some cases of chronic rheumatism 
which came under the treatment of the 
Reporter, after proper evacuations, the 

most decided benefits were experienced 
from the use of tbe Peruvian bark, and 
the Pulvis Doveri, given at night. As* 
an embrocation to the .iffected joints, 
the patients were sometimes ordered 
equal parts of the volatile and soap lini- 
ments, with a small quantity of Tine- 
tura Opii. 

The case of Tetanus arose from a 
wound in the bottom of the foot, by a 
nail. As the patient was removed to 
the Hospital, the result is not knowu» 
An unequivocal case of Neuralgia, or 
Tic Douloureux, was cured by the li- 
beral use of bark, after the failure of 
many remedies usually prescribed in 
that disorder.

If it be of importance to have pro- 
fessors to lead in our churches irho have 
a cultivated taste, and a knowledge of 
the principles of music, it is of prinia- 
ry importance to establish an institution 
in which these principles shall be 
taught, and where this taste shall be 
cultivated. 

This seems emphatically an age when 
different denominatioos of Christians 
are combining their efforts to spread 
the benign influence of the gospel of 
Christ. This unity of efTort in a j^reat 
measure! allays the asperity of conflict- 
ing opinions, and extends and slrenglh- 
en? the bonds of Christian charity. 

There are grounds on which all sec- 
tarians majr meet and harmonize. The 
appropriateness of vocal praises in the 
sanctuary is one of those points on 
which all agree. 

The American Con?en^?»torio seems 
to be for.ned on n plan well calculated 
to promoli" the de.<irabie object of itn- 
provnig sacred music. 

If suitable encouragement be given 
to it, — ^if the churches will unite in its 
support}-— it way be matured into a se- 
minary, where musical gei.ius may re- 
ceive an elevating; impulse that will 
consecrate its elTuris. 

Much has already been done by the 
Conservator io with but very liUSe pe- 
cuniary aid. Compositions have been 
produced and exhibited in it, which will 
not suffer by a comparison with any in 
,the world. A solo singer has been aN 
ready formed, who has no competitor, 
and who will devote himself exclusive- 
ly to the service of the chuich, it a 
competent support be afi'orded for the 
institution. 

The system of instruction in singing, 
in composition, and for instruments, 
which has been adopted, is that which 
has t)een used in the first conservatorios 
in Europe, and would probably not have 
Lcen introduced here, but fur this iosti- 
t)<tion. 

The rapid progress which pupils 



make, and the pleasure which tliey de- 
rive from it, are the best comments on 
its excellence. A class of from one to 
two hundred, by attending three timea 
in each week for one hour during three 
months, may be instructed to siog any 
common music nt -ight, and at the<;ame 
time to know more of the principles 
than can be learnt b\ any other method. 

Music was the first ihmg heard after / 
the creation, when the morning stars 
sang together, and the sons of God 
shouted for joy. As a science, it is 
deep, complei, and interesting.— As aii 
art, it is capable of calling into action 
all the finest feelings of our nature. It 
can even excite and elevate devotion.

them move ! 1 immediately placed them in 
the suQ, the heat of which soon restored 
them to animotioii. In this stele I cenied 
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tbem home, and immersed oue in water, 
keeping the other in a dry place. Ton nuf, 

perhaps, consider it worthy your observa 
lioDi that the mouths of the lizards were 
clooed up whb a glotinoat sabstanoe. This 

obstractioo seemed to cause them great in- 
convenience, whirh wa<» fvi*ient from tbft 
agitation perceptibiu hi tlieir tiirual^, and 
fromi ihm mquent distention of their jaws, 
or rritlipr, arnunt! tlicirjaws and head; in- 
deed} Ihe^ seemed in a state liltie short of 
mflfocatioii. Tlie newt which had been ioi' 
merged in water, after many violent striig- 
j!;le<5, was at length enabled to open its mouth : 
this aiibrded instant relief, and it evidenlly 
derived much sali^action and comfort from 
its new clement. The other lizard, notwith- 
standing its repeated endeavours, was unable 
fo open iti nonlh) and tt died la the eonree 
of the night, probably from being debarred 
the use of its proper element. The remain* 
ing iiisard continued alive in the water tor 
eeveral weeks, during which it appeared to 
increase in size. It di^^liked confitiement ; 
and after many attempts, at length, to my 
great aiortifi«alioD| eineted iU escapei nor 
could I ever after find it.'*

That profound knowledge of 
human nature which evi^r indicates su- 
periority, and which opened the path 
to his exaltation, though baffled by the 
combination of circumstances that eon- 
tributed to his overthrow, did not de- 
sert him in this crisis, nor disdain to 
adapt itself to the occasion. The art 
of the deninj:n^"]o is disct^rnihle in the 
adroitness witu which he endeavours 
to parry disgrace, and to avert the con- 
sequences of calamity. To accompli^ 
the one, he affects to ascribe his abdi- 
cation of the crown to generous for^ 
bearance, and makes a parade of bis

liave undoubtedly suffered from their 
fklture. Various useful works are still 
ID successful (>{)eiatioo, and the im- 
portation of many articles of indispen- 
sable uecessUy is entirely supersed- 
•d. In finer fobries, and inventions of 
luxury, we care not Imw long it be 
before we can enter into competitioo 
with foreigners. The state of society, 
wllich could alone enable m to do it 
with advantage, is, we hope, remote. 
The direct tendency of the scheme, of 
which we confess ouneWes the advo- 
cates, is to remove it. 

The only impediment to the prose* 
cuHon of manulactorea in this coun- 
try, is tlie ht(h price of labour. The 
prime cause of tins enhancement of 
labour is the cheapness of land. This 
arises froni the immense disproportion 
between the quantity of arable land 
in the country^ and the number of 
hands to till it ; — whatever, then, 
brings more land into market has the 
effect of raising wages. Turopiltee 
and canals which fiirilitate intercourse, 
andf as it were, al>ridge distances, ac- 
complish the one, and must produce 
the other. The surest way, then, to 
retard the introduction of manufac- 
tures, is by holding out more alluring 
prospects to agriculture, by opening 
new avenues to enterprise, and new 
vents to the products of industry 
mnd the surest way of effecting these 
desiraUe objects is by encouraging 
tiimpihes and canals which is what 
we proposed to show. 

Another objection which is urged, 
end which is, particularly, insisted up 
on in reference to the projected plan 
for improving the inland navigation of 
this state, is its enormous expense. 
- A sufficient answer to this might be 
Ibuttd in the report of the committee 
of the le^statHre, who estimate the an- 
nual cipense of tranMportation of com- 
modities to and from Oneida and the 
counties west of it, at more than three 
times the annual interest of the cost 
of the contemplated canal. Nor ought 
Uto be forgotten, that wlutever a* 



mount it require, the whole sum wHI 
be expended within the state. Thus 
the greater the disbursement the great- 
er the spring that will be given to bu- 
siness by it; and the reaclioo will, in 
a great degree, restore the siem«»<»ai 
which prodttCMl it. 

But it is the narrowness of our viewn 
that maizes us consider this uadertakiny 
so vast. Let us familiarise ourselves a 
little with the works of this description 
which bavebeenconstrurted in Europe^ 
and we shall lose iimch o( our awe ia 
approaching the calculations of the 
commisBloQers. We will say nothing 
of the immense canals of Fraocci nor 
of the stupendous inland navigatlofli 
of Russia,— in Great Britain alona 
there are more than two hundred of 
these artificial rivers, oonipleted and in 
use; and nearly a hundred more In 
progress, or projected. Ttiey are from 
5 to 100 mi\<dii in length, and have cost 
from 80,000 to 10,000,000 of dollars. 
Most of them have proved proAtable 
concemstand the stociL of many baa 
appreciated more than 1 00 per cent. 
As an evidence of the spirit in which 
these enterprises have been carried on, 
in England, and of the manner in 
which thfiae who have embarked in 
tlieni have been rewarded, a brief ac- 
count of one of the earliest experi- 
ments of this itlnd may not be uninte* 
resting, and will serve to calm some of 
our apprehensions. We copy the fol- 
lowing from Ree^s Cyclopedia. 

' Bndgwater^s Canal. — The general 
direction of the principal line of this 
canal is nearly N. £. (and not a great 
way from it* eastern end, a main branch 
goes oS in a N. W. direction ;) ihe 
length is 4a miles in the counties of 
Chester and* Lancaster.

Most of these tunnels are 
hewn out of the solid rock ; from the 
Jower one, the coals^ in boxes are hoist- 
ed up out of the boats, as they are in 
Manchester town mentioned above, and 
the whole of the lower works are pre- 
Tented from filling with water, by large 
pumps worked by the hydraulic ma- 
rhine, which vrv hnvc already men- 
tioned in this ai tieie, and the water is 
thereby always kept at the proper height 
for natigati( n on the lower canal.

The northern rnnte, commencing at 
a point 11 miles up the Tounewanta, 
and which has its confluence with the 
other at Rochester, on the falls of the 
Genesee river, was assigned to James 
Geddes, Esq. as engineer, who extend* 
ed his scHTvey as far east as the Sepece 
river. 

* Pursuing this route, the canal ne- 
ver rises aba\e the Lake Erie level. 
It would, therefore, derive its waters^ 
until it descends to the Genesee levels 
and as much further as may be neees* 
sary, from that never failing reservoir* 
•From the place of its commence- 
ment, at the distance of five miles and 
sixty-Tour chains, this route reaches 
the brow of the mountain ridge. 

*As the excavation of the canal, 
through this, constitutes one of the 
most serious difficulties presented on 
the whole route, great pains have been 
taken to avoid all impracticable data 
of calcul.^tion relating to it, and, at 
the same time, to give to the work 
such (}imen«;ions and construction as 
may be rei|uired, with the greatest at- 
tainable economy.' 

The calculations are then giree 
with great precision. The length of 
the deep cutting necessary to perfo- 
rate the ridge, and preserve the Lake 
Erie level is 4 miles and 70 chains; 
the greatest depth of the excavation 
is £5 feet. Here the Lake Erie level 
terminates, and the line of the canal 
descends 05 feet, to the le?el ^f the 
Genesee river. Our limits will net 
allow us to follow the description of 
the course on this route, which is mi* 
nutely detailed. It appears, however^ 
that numerous bridges, and some aque- 
ducts and embankments, will concur 
to swell the expense.

At its com- 
mencemeDt, the waters of the Mo- 
hawk river will be used, and they can 
be increased to any extent, by intro- 
ducing a feedrr from Fish creek. In-

'The eastern section of the canal 
extends from Home to the Hudson 
river; and Charles C. Broadhead, Esq. 
was employed as engineer, to act upoa 
that part of it which lies between Rome 
and Schoharie creek. He has accord- 
tngly levelled over and explored the 
route, within these limits. 

* The details of the line explored by 
Mr. Broadhead terminate on the west 
side of the Schoharie creek, 71 miles 
and 27 chains from Rome. In the 
course of this distance, the line of the 
canal falls precisely 13t,85 feet. To 
accommodate this fall, 18 h)cks are 
placed, at various distances, pointed 
out on the map, where the groutid is 
favonrahU', and tlio m.itrrials for mak- 
ing them easily to be* obtained.

'Whether the canal frooo Lake

In proof of his deficiency 
in the other quaiiiicatiun, wc would 
refer the reader to the first page of 
the poem. The poem commences 
with prospect of the White HiOs of 
New Hampshire, in the vicinity of 
which it was written, and after sayinf; 
that they look as if all the world had 
been heaped there in confusion by 
the rushing currents of the deluge, in 
the course of which stale conceit, be 
incorrectly makes ' as if. respond to 
* such* and * so,' and uses the imperfect 
tense after it, when he ought to use 
the pluperfect, he goes on to speak of 
a thunder storm that * convolved' upon 
the mountains, and which, with the 
help of a pretty strong wind, contrived 
to make considerable noise, and du a 
good deal of damage among the trees. 
Notwithstanding the notable effects of 
this storm, however, we must object 
to it as not drawn from nature. A 
thunder storm which could discharf^e 
from its cloudy batteries such quanti- 
ties of electric fluid as to make the 
tops of the White Hills tremble, would 
rarely exhibit so much nimbleness and 
gayety of evolution as is ascribed t» 
the one under consideration ; whicb^ 
except that it is rather more blustering^ 
resembles a copious April shower.

The paper in whicli they arc plncrd 
must be renewed every 24 or 36 hours, 
itntil iheyarc perfectly dried. In removing 
them from oni' b h I; t nui'ilber, cnrc must 
be taken that tlie rinwei*s be not injured, 
and that they be not long exposed to the 
air, as they arc apt to become shrivelled. 
This process should lie performed in a dry 
apartment, where the sun has some access 
and the air is frequently changed. 
\n\i. when they are thus perfectly dried, 
they are to be placed, each species by it- 
self, in a large book for the purpose, until 
tbey arc removed to the systematic place 
asf^igned them in the cnhinet. 
There have been many other methods 
employed in drying plants ; but after various 
trials, the process n 'w '^r- crihod has been 
found the least troublesome and the most 
Micceasful.

LITERART AND PHIIjOSOPHICAL S(K

Sn nao OF Mav 8, 1817. 

Dr A''tr!ini, nne of tbe Vlce-Presidentf, 
read u memoir un tiie fossil remains of or- 
ganieed beings, more especially of animals, 
in the region aroinid New-York. Hetrnretl 
them through their various situations and 
forms in transition, in secondary and alluvial 
tracts of country. 

All Lonf^-lsland, the southern part of Sta- 
ten-islaiid , and the sut)erior and recent strata 
of New-York Island, all abound' in those re- 
Ifcks. The county of Monmouth in New- 
Jersey is replete with these monuments oC 
ancient existences ; and so indeed is BmUn^ 
ton, and generally speaking tbe wliole dis> 
trlct south of the Raritan river; abundance 
of them has been discovered in Dutchess, 
Orange, Rockland, Ulster. Columbia and 
Albany roiuitie'i, and in short almost all the 
way ri'ortlivvard to Montreal, and westward 
to iviichiilimakinac. 

The Buthor entmiemted particalarly tlie 
reasons he bad to believe that an American 
Elephant once existed difi'erent from the 
trans-atlanlle species. He supposed there 
had been a Rbinocero? dUfHi ent from the ani- 
mals now living. He argued conclusively 
that there had been a Taurian animal some- 
where between an Igucna and a crocodile, 
and expelly rr^rmbling the famous rejitilo of 
Maestricbt. Of all these he possessed teeth or 
bones, found near Shrewslniry and Middle- 
tow n. The Mammoth or Mastodon Has 
[iroved to have exi^ited near NewhnrL'h, and 
at Nyack, 40 miles from tiii» city; bones of 
oilier land animals bad been dug by himself 
from a layer of earth rovcted by a thickness 
of 8 feet of sand stone, and 4 of arable soil. 

Oysters, Clams, and Scallops existed in va^ 
rious plates, in iheir proper shapes. Pecli- 
niles, TerebrHtnlas, Entriniles, .Ammonites. 
Baculiles, Cardinms, and Anamias, were fre- 
quent in the soil and in tbe rocks. Nor were 
belamniles, Spirnlas. and Gryplio as, at nil un- 
common. Mudapore^, Tubijiores. and other 
productions of the great class of Polypcc, 
were often met with in a petrified >ta(e. 

Dr. M. considered tbat about twenty spe- 
cies of the creatures who'c remains he had 
described, were extinct, t)r at least not now 
known to be inhabitants oflb:^ \m I 'fi I'p hf». 
lievedi^e w - York to be ^memorable a region 
forsuch depositesasany on tbe globe, and en- 
couraged further researches, as he had only 
ploughed a few furrows in this fertile and 
productive Add.

WE enjoyed a rich Ircaf in (he perform- 
ances of this eveninp;. The Belle 
Straiagem is legitimate comedy } such as we 
shoaldbe glad to see reinstated in possession 
of the stage. The managers are mi^iakcn if 
tbey think that melo draijiat, and Uorseman- 
lAip, and rope>danclng, have more charms 
for a Npw-Yoflcoudiciire than real, old-fa- 
shioned, racy humour. If tbey would oftener 
luing up the genuine comedy of better days. 
\ve believe there is still taste enough extant 
to relish Us wit, though not wit enoiigh 1^ 
to imitate its style. 

The play was admifftbly supported. Mr.

Friday Evening, April S5. 
Ciutle Spectre. — The Weathercock. 
Thi.s absurd play is one of Monk Clmt 
fjewis'sextravagantconceits. The introduo- 
lion of a .sheeted spectre, though bad enough 
in all conscience, is not, however, tlie most 
disgusting feature in the ijiece. The imper- 
tinences of Father Philip are tedious and 
provoking beyond measure ; and the Ger- 
man seniiuientaiily of Hassan and his Afri- 
can coniredes, is equally preposterous and 
detestable. In Eiiglatid, where tliey havo 
little intercourse w ith blacks. ?ueh >ln"f}' may 
pass for genuine ; but it will not gu ilnwii 
in thi-s country. We know too well their 
moral nnd InlcIIectnal tbaraclcr, to recog- 
nize any resemblance, either in the iaii* 
gu.tpe or the principles imputed to them m 
\hb (!r:irr.n We do not think so well of 
them in one .respect, nor so ill in another, m 
Mr. Lewis appears to do. Indeed, thers 
seems to be a general ignorance iu Great 
Britain of the real ol rim'^tfT of negrnr«'. 
We have no objection to tlie i^rince Kegonl's 
elosettiftg Prince Saondent. if he have a mind 
to it ; — on the contrary we sliall njoice, 
should any benefit accrue to hk oppress* 
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ed brethren, from tbe .^cnl and eloquence 
of this sable preacher ; we honour the 
spirit with which their ▼inlated ri^ts 

have been vindic Mtcd by Mr. Wi!!)ei'fcirce 
and other pai'liaoiCiitary champions, but we 
cannot consent that a popular novelist* 
should woo a British maid to the arras of an 
Elhiop,orif we ai r not {terniiitrd to interfere 
on such an oi uasion, we at icast, will not 
dilow, without (he expression otom indif^na- 
tion. a B^iti^^l lunlnvvert to trpat that natu- 
ral rejMignunco with which every correct 
ntind revolts even from social contact with 
this loathsome race, as a prejudice peculiar 
to Americans, and n faint contracted from 
the contemplation of slavery. 

But, to return from a digression into which 
we were, in a manner, furred ; — YiUn John- 
son satisfied us in Jingclu ihut sbR h not less 
qualified to execute the high wrought scenes 
of tragedy, than to '^p )rt in playful badinage. 

Evelina was played by her mother, Mrs. 
Johnson; and we are per.Miaded that there 
ire not two oth?r performers in this coun- 
try, whi> co!ild have c:iven such wonderful 
intene.st to their mysterious itJterview. Mr. 
Simpson, as Osmond, showed a discrlmina- 
tion which he does not nfteri cm rc'«e, and 
powers which we hardly thought he pos- 
sessed. Mr. Robertson made a most dismal 
Er'/oudd. He considerably retarded the 
progress of the play by his mpHsured pauses 
and unmep.ninj; eniphusis. liis lingering ut- 
teriince stnxii^iy reminded one of poor ' Do« 
ninie Sampson's' ' pro-ifig-i ov: '' 

In the afterpiece, Miss Johnson was in 
faer element in VarieUa, and received the 
« iii'i!! ,lM=:(ic applauses of the atulience. Mr. 
bimpson played Tn'-lrcnn Firhle moderate- 
ly well. We should like to see Mr. Hilson 
attempt this part. Mr. Baldwin^s Aie/^ was 
extremely well done. 

The house was crowded this evening, tlie 
entertainments being for the benefit of Mbs 
Johnson.

Whowmdsa Guinea y— The WoodmaiCs Hut. 

This is a very indifrereiit p'uy, but was 
well acted, lo a ihin hou»e. iSolvviihstand-

amusing chamrfers in the piece. Mr. Hil- 
son, in Solomon Gund^, Mr. Simpson, in Sir 
lorry Mc Murragh, Mr. Barnes, in Andre»c 
Bang, and Mr. Baldwin, in Jonathan OLd- 
4kirti. playofl \\\\\\ -^i-oat truth and spirit.

As we happen to have leisure n(nv. we 
will note some of those false proniiriciafions, 
which wp have observed at different lime!. 
In the ditferect performers,— -they are not 
all attributable to all. but we shall leave it 
to the parties en; rerned to appropriate 
them. Been should be pronounced bin, not 
bean, — possess, ^oeseu, not po tess, topic, tap- 
ir, not toi»it; rather, should not be eaUad 
farther, nor after, nrfter. nor pa-rents, par- 
ents, nor leap, iep, ice. Some of them need 
to be reminded that when « Is under the ee- 
cenf, the dor / precedin;: never coaU sees with 
it we should not then hear tahular, enjwt 
juke.jupcuc. Mr. Hilson hasaveiv im- 
proper way of pronouncing drove, and ooteA. 
Miss Johnson is inncrtirate in her pRNBOIIcift* 
tioii uf oblige, anj/ and many. 

We shall say no more on thb subject, in 
this number : but shall note, minutely, in 
future numbers, ^very violation of orthoepy, 
as very many fashlonabfe people adopt the 
pronunciation of the stage. How little our 
performers are to be trussed on this point, 
may be estimated froni the fact, that Mr. 
Simpson is the only one in the whole OOfps 
thai w e have heard sptak the word|MCfe«s, 
correctly. 

Monday Evening, April JC. 
BFue Ihmtt. — Br^-m Sword, — Sprigs of 
Laurel. 

The firolcm Strorrl, is a new mrlo dramtr, 
by Ditnnrid. It is very much superior to the 
generality of prodnetions of this kind. The 
plot is interestini,' ami well managed. — the 
musical accompaniments are enlivening, 
and there are some tolerable songs inter- 
spersed. — (he scenery is rich and impoung. 
The following is the outline of the story, as 
sketched by the Elditor of the Evening Post. 

' The scene Is laid in Italy, and in the Py- 
renean mountains. The rising of the curtain 
diiicovers Estevan in the habit of a galley- 
slave, seeking shelterfram bis pursuers, and 
having passed four days without fond. It 
appears that he had escaped from the gal- 
leys, to which he had been sentenced for 
life, on a false accusation of having murder* 
cd count Luneda, to whom be had been 
valet- The second scene shows several do- 
mesthn in a chateau, preparing to celebrate 
an anniversary, and durinir this scene the tale 
is related, in detail, of the murder and rob- 
bery of the count in the mountains, by some 
vira^n mkoown, and the escape of Myrtillo, 
his son, who was with him ; and w ho was 
struck damb by terror. A letter is received 
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by the Baron, introducing to his hospitality 
s count Rigolio, as being an accomplished 
and honourable man. A festival here is ia> 
trodflccH in v\ hich is seen a monument, sur> 
moubf ed by the bust of Luneda. with soogs 
and dances, Ciandlo, a relative, ami 
Rigolio. his friend, now appear The name 
of ftlyrtilio, who was supjiosed lost, is apci- 
deoluly liisani b^ Rigolio, and baviog learnt 
he was still living, he manifests extreme 
purturbation, and at the sight of Luneda's 
bust, becomes shocked, and sinks paraliznd 
with his emotions. On his recovery, lie is 
r'inrmt'd hv Seing inform f il that Myrtiilo 
was struck diiiiib at the time ol bis father's 
murder, but that medical men had predicted 
that on some violent revulsion of nature, his 
ipeecb would be rei^tored Myrtillu appears 
in a distance, and Rigolio having cast a 
glance towards bim, shudders with horror, 
and contrives to escape, jitst in time to avoid 
his eyes. This concludes the first act. 

' The 2d act discovers RigoKd descending 
the crags of the mountains, and repeating to 
hitnseir that six years before he had &«sassi- 
Bated the count but, that his son, who was 
with him. glided fiom his grasp, and es- 
caped; that he had hoped all was safe, and 
that the fatal secret remained undiscovered ; 
bat, should he meet the boy all would be lost ; 
concluding, therefore, that he could only 
trust to flight, he had accordingly had re- 
MttnetD it, but had" got lost among the pre- 
cipices. As he is searciiinL^ for a guide, he 
meets Estevan, and both are struck with 
terror ; Estevan supposing he was dbcover- 
^•8 a galley-slave, and Rigolio as a mur- 
derer. However, both recover their 5|)<'ech. 
when £.«t«ivan infornis him he had been ac- 
citied of murder and condemned to slavery, 
and requests Rigolio to take h-m with him 
to France. The latter then proposes to him 
to return to the chateau, assures him, that 
there he will be protected, fiinl mgagcsto 
write a letter to his friend Ch utllo for such 

Eurpose ; but gives him one. enjouiing that 
e should be secured as the murderer of 
count Luneda, promising that to-morrow he 
Will i^pear and elucidate every thing. Es- 
tevan, overcome with surprise, is about to be 
^rngajed to prison, when tfie hoy IMyrtillo 
tppears, and declares his innocence. A thun- 
derstorm comes on, and the baron, wHh 
his servants, go in search of Claudio. in the 
mountains, whither he had gone to procure 
the officers of thev police. Scene 3. dis- 
covers a foot bridge across a torrent. Myrtii- 
lo snatches a torch and darts up the path, 
£«tevan at a distance behind, when Rigolio 
mddenly appears, and, with bts swor^, 
Ftri!;."-- the torch from Myrtillo's hand, seizes 
him on the bridge, and thrusts him into the 
tment ; Estevan plunges after him, and 
succeeds in saving him. He then becomes 
Hhi McoMr of Rigolio, wbo» tbiokiiig tfao 



boy destroyed, returns to the ca^ie. Ue 
informs us that Mrytillo bad traced with a 
pencil the circumstance that be bad beea 

struck in the dark by some one with a sword, 
that broke in giving the blow, and ihul the 
broken piece had ftcNcn found, and would, if 
it matched with the other part, discover the 
assassin. Rigolio, drawioe to stab Kstevaa 
for his bold accusation, discoveis The Bnh 
ken Sword, and at that moment, Myrtiilo 
suddenly is restored to his speech, and ac- 
cuses his father's murderer to his face, who 
siqks down convulsed, under MyrtiUo'tf 

grasp. Rtid the curtain fall.-." 

The piece was sustained by nearly the 
whole strength of the company, and waJ 
received by tlie iuidlence with decided ap- 
probation. Mr. 3imptfon's personation of 
Estevan was impressive Ihroughoat. His 
trepidation on his first apf^eHrance, his dis- 
may at his rencontre with Hi-^ol'o in the 
wood, his speechless despair in aLcovering 
bis treachery, in decoying l.im lo the castle 
to he apprelicndcfl asthc murderer Lxmeda. 
and his intoxicating joy at the unexpected 
vindication of his innocence by the recogni« 
tion ofMi/rtUlo, afjpearcd, all ofihem. to b© 
the emotions of nature. His habilimeota 
corresponded well with his wretched condi- 
tion ; except that there was rather too much 
glitter in his polished steel buttons. He did 
not discover that voracity at the sight of 
food, which we should have imagined ' three 
days ravening with the wolves' would 
have excited. Indeed, he seemed quite to 
have forgotten bis ntuatlon, 

Mr. Hilson adapted himself remarkably 
well to the hearty, blunt, and honest charac- 
ter of Capt. Zuiior. Mr. I'rilchard played 
Rigolio with judgment, and with more ani- 
mation than tie uHually exhibits. "VVf Ivrive 
seldom seen Mr. Barnes play better than in 
PMo. Mrs. Barnes in JlfyrfiUo^ was irre- 
sistih!} r fi r-rnin-:;. Her appearanrf wa^ 
lovely, her action easy, appropriate and elo- 
quent.

Thr pr( \ whirh is the only one of the 
above pieces, wliich we have not already 
noticed, ia not entitled to particular remark-

The opera of Fredendk the Grtat. is a mere

JSzir bif Middst^Woaima^s Hut. 
This is a new Comedy, which has little be- 
sides novelty to recommend it. There is 
either a terrible dearth of new dramatic pro- 
ductions merit, on the other side of Ni* 

water, or a wantof dur (li-^rritninafi'in in tlio 
managerson this side. The plotot thiitjnece is 
as lllms^ and imfmihahle as eoold hnfie beofi 
conveniently constructed. Mr. Roland, who 
had been many years in India, whet e he had 
amas.<)ed a large fortune, which he liad care- 
fully remkted to bis early crony Jack StraWt 
having acromplished at h'-t his objects 
abroad, sets out on his return to England.. 
A report, however, of his death, liad proeeded 
him. end reached the ears of his correspon* 
deiit and friend Jack, who, as executor to bra . 
will, immediately informs, by letter, Mr.

who, in the mean time, bad safely landed, 
and, tittle eipecKng death, was preparing i& 
take into possession the means he had acco* 
mulated, whereon to live. Jark Sfrmt ha^, 
however, by some means, discovered his 
mistake, and Iteard (jf the approach of Rolnnip 
he accordingly hastens, with all expedition, 
to the Hotel ' of the human race,' (as it would 
seem fromits pretensions,) and vei^twtf mmA^ 
mistakes a yonng, dashit :: American actor, 
by the name of Rattle Tray, for his old friend, 
and bosom companion. On this noaceoont* 
able deception, of which Rattle Trap is en- 
tirely innocent, hinges the w hole interest of 
the piece. Thb comical incident, so inee- 
niouRly contrived, is awkwardly ItepC up oy 
a kind of cross-re ad in 3; in the convcrsJ!tfon<?

It is, at once, perfectly 
moral, and exquisitely comic. Nor did it 
lose its zest in the representation. The scene 
in which old Rapid and iris son am detected 
in the fact of paiciiing a coat, by Vortex and 
bis daughter, is one of tbe best imagined pos- 
sible, and was done In the Iwst manner ima- 
ginable. Simpson &s young Rapid. Barnes as 
odl Rapid, and Hilson aii Frank Oatland. car- 
ried all before them. Mr. Jones as yorlex, 
and Mrs. Baldwin as JIftst Vortex, entered 
into (he s[>irit of their parts ; whilst Mrs. Dar- 
ley in the gentle Jcmb Oatland, gave ail its 
romance and rusticity to the piece. The new 
melo-drama, which was gut up this evening, 
is a paltry affair.

The struggle 
between his affection and his notions ofno- 
nonr was well maintained ; and when, at last, 
he suffered himself to be subdued l»y the 
superadded feelings of a parebt^ we,at least, 
eiteasned bis weakidv.

On tbe 6th, however, aa 
the Afljulnnt was rending to a regiment on 
duty, tiie names of certain others who had 
been proscribed, be called the name of A 
ofHcer ?landing nearhim.who irs t;inlly killed 
him. The patriots forthwith declared them- 
seWea. Martins was liberated by tbe intre- 
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jpidity of his you n^cf brother, antl taking the 
lead of his associates, tlie citizens joining 
iviUi bb aroied followers, the milltaiy force 
of tbe governnient was soon subdued or 
brought over. Thn Gos'ernoi- himself, who 
had fled to Port Brooo, was, together with 
<fae fort, delivered up by his own soldiery. 

The Provisional Government is in the 
hands of four men. viz. Martina, Montenegro, 
Araugo, Mendosa, who are represented to he 
ineu of capacity and vigour. 

The officers of the r>h\ g;overnment for the 
most part are reUxiued by ihe new ; witli sucii 
tnodenUon and ananitnUy has tha revolution 
been conducted. Despatches have heen sent 
to Great Britain and tbe United s>tates by the 
new government, requesting the recognition 
of its independence, andoffering liberni terms 
of convrricrclal hitcrcotir?e. Tlie province, 
or captainship of rcrnamhuco, cxleads fruin 
Rio Grande south to Rto St. Francisco, about 
540 miles, and contains n!)nut 3,000.000 of 
Inhabitants. It is the most valuable part ot 
the Brikils, and that from which the prince 
iws derived bis richest revenue. 

Parabra and Rio Grande have declared 
themselves independent.

The weather dnrinp: the nbove period, ba» 
been, on tbe wliote, dry and elear, and with 
the exception of the first eighteen days of 
January, unusually cold, and sometimes in- 
ten.sely ?o. The winds have blown from th© 
N. W., W. aud S. W. more than three fourths 
of the time. The medium temperature by 
Fahrenheit's thermometer about 32°. On 
the morning of the 15th of Februar}-, th© 
Mercury stood at 7** below Zero, whicii was 
its minimum ; its maaamwn, wa.s 54**. and oc- 
curred in tiie aftcrnnon of the i' -fi of \t;u ch.

Notwithstanding the intense coldness of 
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the greatei; part of the winter, the public 
feeaHn has continued in a great meuure iui« 

in^s aii f 1^, or ratl cr \\m not been marked by 
the exlraordtiiaiy i)redominance of any parti* 
cular disease. Inflammatory complaints, the 
usual attendants on the winter months, have, 
indeed, jprevailed to a considerable ex- 
tent. 

Of the aente dieeafes reported in the pre- 
fixed cutalogiio, one Ii;i!f consisted of disor- 
ders of the organs of respiration, that is of the 
lungs and the mucous membrane of the 
fauces, trachea, and bronchi;*-. In many of 
these, the inflamrnalory syinptoras were ex- 
tremely severe, calling for lue most prompt 
and active treatment. 

Intcnni'Jf'rt. remittfint, and typhus fevers 
were onca^iOiiaHy observed. Four cases of 
ophtiirimUi resembled the ^ninilent species 
of authors, bt'Ing rhiiincterlxoil by u highly 
sull'used rednes.<( ut the eyes, turgesceuce of 
the vessels, profuse purulent discharge and 
tmnelaelioii of the conjunctiva. As they all 
occurred in the same iamily, there was rea- 
son to believe that the disease bad been pro- 
pagated by contagion. 

AltliouL;!] only ten cases of rul^eohi, or 
measles are marked in the table, it neverthe- 
Idfts fvrevaiied in some degree through the 
winter. But as it was generally mild, re- 
quiring little treatment, and was seldom ac- 
companied by severe ^pneumojKC alVeclions, 
the number of applications to the dispensary 
lias brrn romparativelv few. This disc" r^, 
in one instance, sus|>t}Jideil or interruiHed 
the progress of boopmg cough, which, bow- 
ever, rctured again after the decline of the 
former. Two cases of Infantilt Remilltnt Ft- 
ecr, one of Cholera, and three of Cuianeovs 
ErupHomf were also observed as the imme- 
diate "-cqiTflrc of measlo?, in cliil.ircn, for 
whom no remedies had been used, nor the 
bowels kept safficiently o|»en. A questioa 
naturally arises as (o the cause of the.sc mor- 
bid occurrences ; — have they any known re- 
lation to the preceding disease, or are they 
derived from some other source wliolly un- 
connected with the operction of tht? niorhil- 
)ous contagion .=* There is certainly much 
reason to believe that they are generally of 
gastric origin, and dependent on llie manifest 
influence* that certain conditions of the 
itomacb and surface of the body exert upon 
the state of each other. It is obvious from a 
number of circnm.'^tajices, that there e.wis a 
close connexion or consent between these 
two parts of our system ; ia consequeoce of 
which impressions made upon the one, arc 
quickly conveyed to the other, and a certain 
conditioB prevuling in the one, induces a si- 
milar condition in the other. During the 
o^catioa of measles oa the ^sten, the mir* 



face of the body becomes pretemaimaiiy ex- 
cited, and the escitemeBt there aiisting, pro* 

dntes, by consent of parts, a sympathetic 
action in the stomach, that must more or iess 
detail|;e iteheaftby Amotions ; and therefore, 
whether this diseiise primarily affect tlic one 
or the other of these fiarts, is immaterial, for 
in either instance, the stomach must rmrtici- 
pate in the aSeetion ; and whenever that im- 
portant organ does not recover its healthy 
action, on the subsidence of measles, it is 
easy to understand that various and diiferenC 
morbid efl'ects may proceed tlierffrom, ac- 
cording to the habit of body, the constitution 
of the individual, and the influence and de- 
termination of other causes. One of (be 
special efft^ct.? of this deranged state of the 
stomach, must be a vitiation of its secretions, 
and perhaps tboie of ^e bowels too. These 
morbid contents when snfTered to remain 
from neglect to cleanse the prima via, most 
necessarily react upon the organstbat contaiti 
them. It is probably from this source, there- 
fore, that most of the evih consequent on 
measles usually proceed ; and if so, emetic 
or purgative medicines are the proper pre- 
ventive. Is it on this principle thai has lieen 
founded the practice of administering pui^- 
tives after the subsidence <^ snia!l pox and 
measles, or has their utility been established 
as the result of experience merely, and the 
bad etTecls tiiat sometimes follow where their 
use bas been neglected ?

Que of the ca:»es of aslhuia was 
caused by an imprudent exponre to a eaddeil 
variotinn of external temperature, and even- 
tually tenninaled in liydrolborax ; the pa- 
tient obathaateiy rejecting the useof tbehuiGet. 

Eruptive diseases have been very preva- 
lent. No less than Hf? cases of tlie chronic 
kind alone, are conlaiiied in the list ; many 
of which were evidently the result of on* 
cleunlirtp':'? operating on debiUlated and ioi* 
poverisiied constitutions. 

Some of the terms contained in the Cata* 
logue of Diseases, have been adopted frotn 
Sauvages, as being both more dehnite, and 
better adapted to practical purposes, than the 
nosology of Cullen.

to establish and enforce a system of 
policy, that should not be adapted to 
the situation, form of government, po- 

gulation, and resources of the state* 
ut, notwithstanding the necessity of 
ultimate failure in such an attempt, yet 
as the genius of a nation may not be 
at once understood, csperially during 
its early periods, while its character, 
from most eyes, lies hid in its elements, 
much study and sagacity are requisite 
wisely to adjust a standard of taste, or 
a system of policy.

These investigations, and a 
resort to these sources of thought and 
illustration, become important, accord* 
ing to the degree in which public opi- 
nion acts upon the condition of a com- 
munity ; and in a republic like^ ours^ 
where all the elements of society are 
held together bv flir mere force of that 
opinion, it is a matter of tbe highest im- 
portance,, that whatever is intended to 
touch that main-spring of tlie social 
economy immediately and with power, 
should be wholesome in its operation. - 
Besides, if it were merely for tbe beau- 
ty cf the spectacle, and thfe pleasure it 
would yield th'^ imagination, without 
considering the wisdom or utility of not 
servilely copying others, we would 
have nations and individuals preserve 
their distinctive traits of character in 
all their original strength.

W« inll, therefore, now oflfer an ex- 
tract from the inaugural oration of His 
Excellency John Quincy Adamp., our 
present miiiiste rat the court of St. James, 
delivered by him, at his installation as 
Boylston Prole^sor of Hhetoric and 
Ofalory, in ihe University of Cam- 
bridge. In the course of a history of 
the progress of 'Rhetoric and Oratory, 
tbeJearned Professor thus indulges the 
enthusiasm of a scholar :~ 

Atthe revival of letters in modern Europe, 
eloquence, together with her sister muses, 
awoke, and shook the poppies from her brow. 
But their torpors still ClngM in her ^tmL In 
tl»e interval her voice was tjcrie ; lipr favour- 
ite languages were extioct ; her organs were 
AO longer tuoed to harmony, and her hearers 

rid no longer naderstand her speech. The 
ordant jargon of feudal anarchy bad 
banished the musical dialects, in which she 
had always delighted. The Ibeetres of her 
formor tritirnpljs were cittirr deserted, or 
thev were filled with the babblers of sophistry 
endf chicane.- She shrunk intuitively from 
the forum; fortbe last object she remembered 
to have seen there was the bead of her dar- 
ling Ciceroi planted upon the rostrum. She 
ascended Ibe tribunals of justice ; there she 
found her chili?, Pcrsiia^iun, manacled and 

Einioned by the letter of the law; there she 
eheld an image of herself, stammering in 
barbarous Latin, and stragj^mg under the 
lumber of a thousand volumes. Her heart 
Csinted within her. She lost all confidence 
m hmttL Together with her irresistible 
powers, she lost proportionably the conside- 
ration of the world, until, instead of com- 
Itrbing the whole system of public education, 
sheraund henclf excluded urom the circle of 
sciences, and declared an outlaw from the 
realms of learning. She was not however 
doODied to eterniaJ silence. With Ibe pro> 
^ss of freedom and of liberal science, 
in various parts of modern Europe, she 
obtained access to mingle in the delibe* 
rations of iheir purliamciits. With labour 
«n?. difliculty she learned their languages, 
aud tent iier aid in giving them form and 
palish. But she has never reeoverad the 
;;racf><; cf r former beautjt oortbe eneigies 
of ber ancient vigour. « » • » •

This was an idea, too august to be miogled 
with the ah.'^urd and ridiculous, or profligate 
and barbarous rites of her dep'orahle super- 
stition. It i& an institution, fur which man- 
kind arc indebted to Christianity ; introduced 
by the Founder himself of tiiis divine reli- 
gion, and in every point of view worthy of 
its high original. Its etects have been to 
aofirri the tcni[)ers and purify llie morals of 
niaiikind; not in so high a degree as bene- 
volence could wish, but enough to call tonk 
our strains of warmest gratitude to that goo4 
being, who provides us with the means of 
promoting our own felicitjr, and gives us 
power to stand, though leaving us tree to fait. 
Here then h ;ui unbounded and inexhaustible 
field for eloquence, never explored by liie 
ancient orators ; and here alone have the 
nuMlern ikiropeans cultivated the art with 
much success. In vain should we enter the 
halls of juftlice, in vain 'Should we listen to 
the debates of senates for strains of oratory, 
worthy rjf remembrance, beyond the dura- 
tion of the occasion, which calied them forth. 
The art of embalming thought by oratory, 
like that of embalming bodies by aromatics, 
would have perished, but for the exercises of 
religion. These alone have in the latter ages 
furnished dIsooarMSi which remind ttat 
eloquence la yet a fiwal^ of the hnman 
mind. ,f

From this early exercise 
he probably derived that talent of in- 
vestigation, that spirit of inquiry, and 
lljose extensive v iews of the nature and 
causes of disease, vviiich ^ive value to 
his writings, and have added im^urUuL 
benefits to tbe science of medicine. 
Tbe same mode of acquiring know- 
ledge which was recommended by Mr. 
Ejodke,and the very manner of his com- 
monpl-^oo book, was also early adopted 
by Dr. Rush, and was daily continued 
to the last of bis life.

LYCEUM OF NATURAL HISTORY. 

SiUing of Mag 26.

Dr. Mitcbill, (he president of the Lyceam, 

and Dr. Townsend, the committee appointed, 
by a rpwive of the society, to visit and ex- 
plore the tract between the Highlands and 
the Chtskill Moontains, made a report in 
y.n ■ from which report the foUowing is an 
extract : 



*'* It wfi? the good forliine of tlie commission- 
ers lo hill! another. slielelon of that hugecnen- 
tnre the Elephas Mast-i'li 'n. \'. hlr]^ tlnu];;h ap- 
parently extinct} was formerly an ioiiabilanl 
of New* York. This happened on the SSTtle 
and 29th of May, upon the farm of Mr. Yel- 
verton, near Chester, a village in the town 
of Goshen. The soil is a black peat or turf* 
sufficiently inflammable lo be employed for 
fuel. Its surfacf is r^vcrgrown with grass, 
forming a luxuriant meadow for grazing. — 
The herbage and the bottom in which It 
grows, have a near resemblance to the turf 
meadow of Newton, in Qtieen's County, 
Long bland. The sward and turf covering 
the skeleton are about four feet deep. Be- 
nt.'atli tho^e is a stratum of coarse vegetab'p 
stems and films, resembling chopped straw 
or drift stoff, along the sea-shore, about a foot 
and a half thick; and under this is a stratum 
of fine bluish and soft cl;iy. Specimens ot 
those are brought away, and are herewith pre- , 
seuted. The bones raised were parts of « 
lower Jaw with its teeth, of a scapula, of a 
humerus, of an ulna and radius, of the bones 
of the feel, of ribs, and of yertebr«. Tlie 
upper maxillary bone was fjiuid, with Its 
grinders and tusks, in tlifir nnfrira! fitnntio.i. 
Dr. Jownsend and Dr. i:<H iy, who had from 
the beginning aided -with their own band^ 
the acquisition ( f these curious remains, now 
laboured with itie greatest assiduity in the 
pit to uncover complete!}', and elevate con- 
nectedly » these important parts of the animal. 
The unparalleled assotiaiioij of liones, teeth, 
and ivory prongs, were, after much exertion, 
denuded of their mud and developed to view. 
'I'l.fy lay iij)side down, or, in < ili'M- word' , 
their natural position was inverted, as if tlie 
creature had £ed in a supine postnre. Tb^ 
palate bones were perfectly in sii;ht, wiili 
Ifif h!if;o molares on auh ^'ulo. From tl-^.- 
point forward where tlie |.niatn joins the u|<- 
per masillary bone in other animals, two ivo- 
ry InsliS [iroct cdtd. These wcrf not tnsrr'f ;{ 
in sockets; at least no such holes or sockets 
could be found; but they seemed to be fmui- 
jed By a gradual change of bone to ivory-, or 
of oeseotis to ehtirt'cous matter. In thi.s re- 
spect the conversion resembled - the ja«r 
and tooth of the Saurian reptile of Neve- 
sink, already in the cabinet (>( the Profes- 
sor of Natural History; in which organi- 
zation the jaw is converted gradually to tooth.

Sir Humphrey Davy, in a reeent commu- 
nication to the Royal Soctely, states, that he 
is of Mr. Farey's opinion, that falling stars 
are solid ignited masses, moving with great 
yelocityi and are not gaseous meteors. 

Some very curious discoveries, highly In- 
teresting to the lovers of i^alural Uistory, 
bave recently been eomaninieated to the 
^yal Society, by Mr Todd, a medieal gen- 
tleman, as the result of numerous experi- 
ments on Jlhe Toryt-dOf or Electrical Fish. 
Ifr. Todd observes, that the snoeks received 
from the animal were never sensible above 
the shoulder, and seldom above the joint : the 
intensity, ul^o, of the shock bore no relation 
to the size of the fish, but an evident relation 
to its liveliness, and vice versa. The shock 
did not always follow the touch ; but required 
a degree of irritation, such as pressing, prick- 
ingy or tqoeesing the animal; whilst not un- 
freqocntly 'duimals to appearance perft t tly 
vivacious, suti'ered this irritation without dis- 
charging an;^ shook whatever. But the most 
curious net iiy that when caught by the bandi 
they sometimes writhed and twisted about, 
eodeavourtng \o eitn^aie themselves by mus- 
calareiertion ; and did not, until they found 
these means unavailing, attempt the exercise 
of their electrical powers: though in many 
instances they had recourse tq tiiat power in 
the first moment of coercion. It was also 
ascertained, by repeated experiments, putting 
two animal;i of equally Hpparent health, into 
vessels of water, drawing* successive shocks 
from one, and suffering the other to remain 
fjiiie^cent, that the death of the aiiirnal was 
luuteued by the abstraction of ^ ekclric 
luid !

In couse- 
quenee a very formidable expedition was 
contemplated, at the dale of our last advices 
from London, having for its objects to tra- 
verse the whole of the Chinese empire, to 
pequire an apology from the Eraneror, and 
ta claim the occupation Uy British troops of 
all the strong places on the Canton river.

With the exception of a few mild days* 
the weather, during* this interval, has been 
uncommonly cold for the season ; and from 
the want of those frequent refreslung 
showers that usually usher in the Spring', 
there was little appearance of advancing 
vegetation, until the first of May. The 
winds have, been variable ; but the N. 
W., and*.-^., hare chiefly predominated. 
Kbrth*easterly and South-easterly winds 
have occasionally blown, and with, what i* 
usual, considerable chillness and atmos- 
phei ical humidity. The •maximum of the 
thermometer, in the shade, for April, was 
80<' on the 16th, with the wind from the 
S. W. ; the mmii/ium on the tlib was 33** 
at 6 o'clock in the morning, making a dif- 
ference of 47^ in five days. The mean 
temperature at 7 in the morning was 44* 
— at 2 in the attr: nor 11 58^ — and at sunset 
51'*. In May, ihe maxiwttfw temperature 
was 70" ; and the minimum, 45**. The 
mean of the thermometer for the morning 
was 51<* ; for the afternoon, W ; for the 
evc'n!P<r, 56".

la several instances^ when, in consequence 
of previous Ophthalmic inflammation, 
specks, ulcerations, or pustules, had form- 
ed on the cornea OP tlie conjunctiva, the 
most evident advantage* wei^ d^ved 
from a coinylete division of the vessels, 
which supplied ihem with nonrishmetu, 
bj meana of scarifications by the iaiicet. 
Cases of typhus fever were sometimes ob- 
served i but some of the most prevalent 
complaints, next to those just mentioned, 
were, dyspepsia, torpor of the bowels, and 
other affections of the stomach and intesti- 
nal canal. These appeared to be frequent- 
ly owing' to the debility of want, or defec- 
tive nutrition, as well as the liabttual abuse 
of spirituous liquors ; and in no instance, 
perhaps, were tliey tlie effects of a deran* 
ged state of the biliary or digestive or- 
igans, produced by the operation of exter- 
nal heat 

TbetvCum of Sprinj^ brought with it 
several case*-- Erysipelas. A severe at- 
tack of this diseu!>e, attended witli much 
inflammatory fever, occurred in an inftnt 
at the breast aged six months ; the mother 
of which was of n i^ross plethoric habit of 
bw!y, and strongly predisposed to erysi- 
pelatous aflections The complaint made 
its appearance ftrst on the back of the neck, 
and the occipital portion of the head. 
From thence it travelled progressively 
over the scaip, face, and front of the body, 
downwards to the extremities ; each re* 
newed succession of tlie disorder becom- 
ing gradually leas severe, in proportion as 
it receded to a greater distance from the 
paK origini^ affected. The tumefaction 
of the head and face was prodig^ions ; the 
eyes were swollen shut, and the features 
coidd scarcely be recognized. Vesications 
uppeared on the scalp on the fourth day. 
The Reporter was called to the child on 
the secrtnd day of-its illness. The first in- 
tention was to relieve tlie disordered and 
constipated bowels, by an active cathartic* 
and they irerc afterwards kept soluble by 
the nsf of xcnna and manna, vith a smaVl 
portion ot neutral salt, and the occasional 
interpoaition of a dose of calomel and rheu- 
barb. Gentle diaphoretic medicines were 
at the same time employed, together with 
the frequent use of the pediluvium. As 
an external remedy, the diluted liquor am- 
nonia- actiatis, was ordered to be kept 
conslsntl'- ':f^j>lied to the inftimw p..rts.

Tlie Infantile Remittent Fever, (the Fe- 
bris Infantum Hemittens of Authors,) was 
very prevalent among cl^^idren from the 
age of 5 or 6 months, to that of 10 or 
12 years. Although this complaint visited 
children in all nmks of society, yet, it par- 
ticularly affected those in the lower or- 
ders, who, either from greater exposures* 
from small, crowded,, ill ventilated or un- 
healthy apartments, and from the use of 
improper food, or other causes, experien- 
ced its effiscts in an uncomaioii' degrae. 
In some it bore a strong rcstmblanoe to in- 
flammation of the lungs or pleura, and in 
others to Uydroecphalus. 

The invasion of the disease, so far as \hm 
Reporter had opportunities of observing it, 
M'-'s, t^cnerally, very gradual. It usually 
iiuuuiiestcd iis advances, by more or less 
impaired appetite and digestion; by dis- 
ordered bowels, which were sometimes re- 
laxed, but commonly constricted ; by dul- 
ness, languor, and aversion to bodily exer- 
tion, or by a peevish and fi ctful disposi- 
tion I by feverishness, particularly in the af- 
ternoon or towards evening, during whicK 
the hands were hot, the head painful, the 
breathing moi-e hurried llian natural, and. 
the pulse one hundred- or more in a 
minute. These premonitory symptoms 
having continued, in a greater or less de- 
gree, for some days, the little sufierer 
was suddenly seized with a more severe 
paroxysm of fever, preceded, for tlie most 
part, by chills, and sometimes by vomiting. 
I'he pulse now rose to 130 or 140 in a 
minute. The disorder being thus fully 
formed, the prominent or leadingsymptom» 
were — urgent fever ; rapid pulse ; quicken- 
ed respiration, that was oiien attended by 
cough i .flushed cheeks ; pungent heat of 
skin, particularly of the head, abdomen^ 
and palms of the hands ; listlessne&s and in- 
aptitude to motion i drowsiness and some- 
times a disturbed state of tlie sensorium, 
amounting even to delirluai; picking of 
tlie nose, lips or other parts of tlie face ; 
depraved appetite and aversion to food;

In 1768, when the signs Were taken down, 
to g-ive free circidaiion to the ilr in the 
streets of the metropolis, ajid the nuttie- 
rous taverns decreased, coffee-houses con- 
tinued to multiply, in consequence of the 
opinion of the College of Physicians, who 
stated pubhcly, that coffee was a whole- 
some beverage. It was then received in- 
to general estimation, and continued to be 
drank vatli avidity until the present da\', 
when it appears by the regibier at the li- 
censing office, that tliere are upwards of 
9000 cofl'ee-boHses existing in London and 
its environs.

Mr. Joel Barlow, with whom he formed 
strong a friendship, that when Mr, 
B. soon aftrr removed {o his own hotel, 
he invited Mr. F. to reside with him, and 
for some years Mr. Pulton was a mem* 
bcr of the family of Mr. Barlow. He 
projected a panof&nia, which proved 
successful and beneficial, and made 
some eiperiments upon the explosion of 
run powder under water. The French 
Directory gave him hopes of patroni- 
zing these attempts, but at length with- 
drew their support. He offered the 
project to the Dutch government, but 
it was declined. It was then offered lo 
Bonaparte^ who had become fini eon- 
sol, and he aj^pointed a commissidn 
with fiinds and powers to give the le- 
-quired assistance. While in France, 
and probably about this period, he form- 
ed an intimate acquaintance with 
Chancellor Livingston, and at that pe- 
rioii those gentlemen laboured conjoint- 
ly in their attempts to introduce steam 
navigation, which was atlerwards* at- 
tended wiUi such brilliant success. In 
1801, he made several experiments 
with a plunging boat, designed for sub- 
marine warfare, with a degree of suc- 
i^ess wliich seems to have been satis- 
factory to himself. The following very 
ilaUering account of it was eiven by St. 
Austin, a member ol tl)e tribunal. 

The diving boat, in the construction 
ef which he unow employed, will be ca^ 
];^cious enough to contain eif bt men, and 
provision enough for twenty days, and will 
be of sufticient strength and power to en- 
able him to plunge one hundred feet un- 
der water, if necessary. He has contrived 
a reservoir of air, which will enable ciprht 
men to remain under water eight hours. 
"When the boat is above water, it has two 
sails, and looks just like a common boat; 
when she is to dive* the mast and sails are 
struck.

In- 
stead, however, of the punishment be- 
ing actually indicted, he was merely 
made to believe that it was, by cauiiing 
water, when his ryes were blinded, to 
be poured down itis arm. This mimirry, 
however, of an operation, as completely 
stopped the movements of the animated 
machine, as if an entire exhaustion iiad 
been etlected of the vivifying fluid. 
The man lost bis life, but not his Uood.* 
Another person * bad been condemned 
to loie bis head. The moment aAer 
it had been laid upon the block a re- 
prif VP arrived ; but the victim was al- 
ready sacrificed. The living principle 
had been extinguished by the fear of 
the axe, as effectually as it wouhl have 
been by its fall.' In conneutai wiUi

with whom Christianity consists pri»» 
cipally in composure ; and self- regula- 
tion constitutes the essence of religion.' 

The Essays on Pride and Remorse 
abound with just remarks and pre«crip^ 
tions both moral and medical, i'ride 
is not only a sin, but may become a 
disea.se, and health as well as virtue 
suffer from its. hateful influence. Re- 
morse, also, is not of itself * a compen* 
sation for misconduct. Where it is an 
unproductive feeling merely, and not a 
regenerating principle, instead of miti* 
gating it can only serve to aggravate 
our offences. Repentance, sentimen- 
tally indulged, oft^^n stands in the way 
of a practical refurmr^tion. The er- 
rors of our past life are not to be atoned 
by wasting the remainder of it in a 
sedentary grief, or in idle lamentations. 
Active duty alone is able to counteract 
the injury, or to obliterate the stain, of 
transgression.' In short. Doctor Reid» 
in leading us from the broad and fre* 
quented road of physical ill, brings Us 
into the path of dyly and enjoyment. .

moved from Chatham street to the New- 
York Institution, in Chamber street ; and 
was opened for exhibition the first time on 
the afternoon and evening of the 9d Jul^, 
XBIT' The brilliant display made on this 
occasion, gave an opportunity for many to 
admire the taste of Mr. iicudder (tiie pro- 
prietor) in the dispositibn of his natural 
curiosities,aiid the elegant manner in wbiA 
he has prepared and preserved them, and 
varied their natural attitudes to give tlia 
strongest impressions, and pro^mie tilt 
most usting effect upon the beholder. His 
skill is vmequalled in prepar'.ng subjects of 
natural history so that they ahaU retain 
their originjdcharacteristic eKp ressfa m,and 
appear in their native beauty or delbrmi* 
ty. It was the opinion of several gentle- 
men present the first exhibition, that 
neither London nor Paris, whtch they had 
visited, possessed specimens in such High 
state of preservation ; and that as he al- 
ready excelled in the preparation, he 
would soon exceed ii^ the number df hi% 
subjects, and the extent of his Museum, 
any similar establishment. It was thought 
by some, that nothing was wanting but a 
little more time and due encouragement, 
to make the American Museum Uie first 
establishment of the kind in this or any 
other country. Not an individual appear- 
ed dissatisfied with this appropriation of 
the building m which the Museum is now 
established.

In the fourth volume of the Medical and 
Vhilosophical Register, is a letter from the 
late Dr. ^ush to Dr. Ilosuck, in wliich !ic 
mentions several cases, supported by good 
auiliority, of cures eili^ted by copious 
bleeding, followed up by calomel and 
opium in large quantities. Dr. 11. ex- 
presses a favourable opinion of this treat- 
ment, considering the hydrophobia a ie- 
brile disease. 

In a late British magazine I met with 
the following letter from the celebrated 
Baretti, the friend of liurke, Johnson, &c. 
to Dr.. Brocklesby, another of their inti- 
mates, and a (distinguished physician. 
The letter is dated at Venice, May 20, 
1764. After advcriinjc to the festivities 
of the season, (ihe marriage of tlie Ucpub- 
lic to the Adriatic sea,) he proceeds: 

But if you were hero you would be. 
jnuch more pleased with a discovery 



made at Udinc, the capital of Friuli, a 
small province belonging to tiiis repub- 
lic. The discovery is this : a poor man 
lying under the tortures of the hydro- 
phobia, was cured \^ith some draughts 
of vinegar given him by misiuke, instead 
Oi another potion. A pliysician of Fadua, 
called Count Leonissa, got intelligeiiee 
of this event at Udine, and tried the 
same remedy upon a patient that was 
brought to the P«iduan tiospital, adminis- 
tering him a pound of vinegar in the aooni- 
ing, another at noon, and a third at sun- 1 
set ; and the man was speedily and per- \ 
feciiy cured. I have diffused through 
Italy this dncovery, by means of a periodi* 
eal paper tliat I urn writing ; and I hope 
you will make it known in England, by 
means of your public papers. And as I 
am sure that this astbnisDing remedy will 
liavcf as happy an effect tliere as it had 
here, so 1 should be glad to be apprized of 
it, that 1 may relate it in my said poper.**

efRcient specific for this frequently fatal^

press.' Tbe Memoir contains translations of 
the Lord's Prayer into more than 30 dialects.

King of the tohoit 
Earthi ^ He became troublesome and 
dangerous, and wa^^ disarmed by tlio civil 
authority. Since that time he has .sought no 
intercourse with the- rest of the world ; has 
lived alone in tlie wilderness, and obtained 
bis subsistence by tb« cultivation of not more 
than ene acre of lanfli* This he maniirail with 
graiS} Itavci and otfaer ve^^tibies. His pri%' 



cfpal living hns been corn, potatoes and 

Kumpioi>s. Fur a time he kept some stock — 
ad some pasture — but for a number of yean 
he liHS lived alone, with the exception of a 
few domesticated fowls. Woodchuuks, rab- 
bits, slconlcs. weasels, squirrels, rats, nnd 
micp, and these wilhunt dressi/tg, were the 
varieties of his table. His clothing consisted 
of two garments, fastened together at the 
waist by large wooden pins- and was made 
of wool, hemp or flax twii^ted together, and 
wove in narrow strijies sewed together, and 
put on and worn ont proliably without clean- 
sing; and shoe? or mocAsins of bai k shaped 
to his feet, and worn oil'. He could read, 
always kept the year, day of the month, 
and week. He was not disposed to con- 
verse much on religious subjects. He, how- 
ever, kept« testament ; paid some regard to 
the sabbath ; was addicted somewhat to pro- 
fanity, and was a lover of ardent spirits. He 
expected after death to be about and take care 
of his farm. For some years his strength 
has been failing, but he kept about till the 
verv day before he died. His friends bad 
•noeavonred to draw him from his retire- 
ment, but in vain. Thousands from ^e neigh- 
bouring towns have visited the kermUt for so 
he was called. He has often in the sammer 
season been found naked, his head uncover* 
ed and uncombed, and his bf?ard unshaven. 
His neighbours have been disposed io assist 
faimt bnt he has generally rejected their of- 
fers. The night on which he died, though 
his dress was uncomfortable and dllby, find- 
ing him very weak, tbey wbbed to 
main with him; but no; "to-morrow be 
should be about again." J^t in the morning 
early, he was found a corpse. His remains 
were the next day committed, with tlliiallla 
religious services, and in the presence of a 
larae concourse, to the dust, on the place 
Wtibre he had spent almost half a oentufyla 
the manner described. He was perhaps, 
e<]ually destitute of friends and enemies. 
He was inda^rions nod honest; He lived 
for hitn^t-lf entirely, and still was a lesson of 
in.slructiou to thousands. The picture which 
he eihiltited wu, Aiwian naiure in ruiru.

deposing the Turkish Pacha. The Ma- 
melukes, in turn, began to lord it over 
them, and they found it necessary to 
make an efforl lo ^vi ridof thcbc oppres- 
sors. They attacked Osman Bey 13 a r- 
dissi, the Mameluke chief, with very su- 
perior forces, and comDelled him to re- 
treat, with few attendants, to Upper 
Egypt. The choice of the Albanian sol- 
diery th*»n fdl upon M:Uiomed Ali, who 
had alike distinguished himself by his va- 
lour and capacity. * Since that period,' 
adds Mr. Legh, ' the Pacha has not only 
drivrn the Mam*^hikes out of Up})«'r 
Kgypt, but pursued them beyond the 
Cataracts as Far as Ibrnn, and compelled 
them to take refuge in Dongola. 

' The police of the city of Tniro is also 
highly ci editJible to the vigaljr of his go- 
vernment, and he has so far repressed the 
^sordersof his troops as nearly' to verify 
a promise he had made on his appoint- 
ment to the Pachalic, that in a few years 
"you mig:ht walk about tlie streets with 
both hands full of gold." 

* During our stay at Cairo we found the 
Pacha engaged in organizing a large body 
of ti'oops to act against the WaJiabecs, 
who had, in the preceding campaign, 
nearly annihilated nis army in a oattle 
near Jedda.' 

T'or the arronnt of this peoplo, or ra- 
ther rrlij^ioii.s j^ect, we have no room. We 
shall pass uvt^r many remarks in relation 
to the military history of Mohamed Ali^s 
reign, and his diplomatic connexions, to 
our author's drpartnri^ from Cairo on his 
ejroedition up the iNile. 

The journey from Cairo to Upper 
Egypt and Nubia, was commenced on 
the Hth of January, 1G13. WTiilst at 
<'airo the tnivellers were «;o fnrliniate as 
to conciliate the good will oi the i*acha, 
Trho provided them with a cangt'a, (boat) 
for their voyage, and a firman or passport, 
for lh( ir prntertion. Thus equipped, Mr. 
I>^h and the Hev. Mr. Smelt, set out on 
their adventure, having engage4 Mr. 
Barthow, an Anierican, who haa resided 
many years in the country, to accornna- 
ny tljem, and art as int<Tpre(er. Our 
limits will not allow us, minutely, to fol- 
low their course. They did not reach 
Siout, which has succeeded to Girgeh, as 
the capital of upper Egypt, till the ecth 
of Januarj*. Here they f«'ll In with Shehk 
Ibrahim^ with whom they had l>ecome ac-

The methods lesorted to in orcler to se- 
cure the \ irgiiuty of tiie female hkves arc 
scarcely less horrible. On the SStfa tbij 
reached Anta;opaiis, now called Gaw-ef- 
Keher. Here are the ruins of a famous 
temple. The portico, whirh is standing,, 
consists of three rows, each of six co- 
lumns, eight feet in diameter, and vridi 
tlieir entablature, 8ixty;two fe«t high 
four of them have fidlen down. Every 
stone of the building is covered with liio- 
roglyphics. On proceeding up the NUe, 
Mr. I#egh remarks on the wonderful fer-' 
tility of its banks, and deplores the exist- 
ence of a tyranny, ^^ hich by its vai'lous 
exactions does not allow more than a 
twentieth of the products to berelaineA 
by the euMvatoi: of the soil, and thus 
takes away every ineitement to industry. 
On the tiOtli they reached Men?«h!eh. the. 
ancient Ptolemais Hcrmii, of which no 
vestige remains but the ruins 'of an old 
qua>'. Here whilst at anchor, a Turkish 
sf»]dier discharged his musket at them for 
mere amusement The ball passed 
through the hat of a servant, and nit tlie 
arm of Mr. Smelt. Onapplviug for re- 
dress, for this outrap;e, to tne Cachefl, 
they were told, that as the Turk was 
only a passenger on Uiewjiter as well a* 
themselves, he was not liable to his juris- 
diction. On the 2d of February the 
party left Mrnshieh and passed Diospolia 
Parva, the modern How. Just below 
this place they saw crocodiles for the first 
time. Whilst opposite How, they expe* • 
rienced a gale of the Knsminj a violent 
A\'ind of (Ih' Desert, wliich often over- 
whelms caraviuis in the sand.

On the 11th of February tlie tmrellers 
reached Es^uao, having performed a 
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jotimey of 600 miles from Cairo. Here 
they had an intorview with the Shckh, 
and were encouraged by him to prosc- 
tjute their journey beyond the Cataracts 
into the country of the Barabras, the 
nam*' givt n to the present inhabitants of 
Nti'dia. Th»' lioundary of the French 
expedition in Kgypt, is marked on a gra- 
nite rock a litUe above tlie Cataracts. 
Mr. Legh and his comjMknions remained 
a few days at Essouan, and nnjHoycd 
thi -r r;?np in visitin'^ the islands RlfpJian- 
tuiii, i^iulse, and the Cataracts. IClephan- 
tina is described as wonderfully pictu- 
resque. At the southern extremity of 
this i.iland are the remains of an Egyp- 
tian tpmple coTprr'd with hi.To^lypliics. 
Human relics are found in the same quar- 
ter. Eigbt temples or sanctuaries arc 
cro^vded together in the <m ill island of 
Philae, though its Icng^Ii is but lOoa feet, 
ajad its breadth 400. The v appear to be 
of various styles of architecture, and 
tfere probably bull! at different periods. 
It is evident from tlieir present appear- 
anee, that it was the Egyptian sy^t-'in to 
erect immense masses of building at 
UnU and tb $nish tliem aftervrards, be- 
-ginnin:; with the sctilpture of the hiero* 
glynhic.s, and then p:issin~ to thr siufco 
an(i paintins^. This ifslantl is ^.^ppoHt;d to 
have been tiie burying place of Osiris. 

Of the CatHTQCts of the Nile a great 
dealliay been written. Tliev are, a; this 
dr\y. very trii!in{:; ripp!"?.

On the 13th the travellers left E-JM*«»tnn 
to penetrate into Nubia. They were 
treated with hospitality by the natives, 
and pursued their fftittc unmolested up 
the river, principally in a sonlhern dtrer- 
tion.

river. This fortress i^ now ruined and 
desertrd. The Mamelukes beinp: et- i 
pelk'd fi oiu Egypt iiave seized upon Don- 
gola, a considerable Icingdom, about ISor 14 
days journey fronif be s«cond Catarart,and 
havin;r dispossessed tlie independent kin^ 
of that nation, haveest4ablished and main- 
tain tliemselves in his capital and country'. 
Their present chief is Osman Bey Bair^ 
dissi, who is said to have made a vow ne- r- 
ver to sliavc his h"ad or be u d till lie shall 
return victor to Cairo. Ibrim was liic 
furthest point to the southward tliat Mr. 
Legh visit"d. The comjviny here resolv- 
ed to retrace their st»'ps, uithont at- 
lempliug to penetrate. totb< ?eeond Cata- 
ract. They returned to Dehr tlie same 
night, and obtained further civilities from » 
tlie CachelT by the offering of a watrfa» 
He presented them with .someprovi^ton?, 
andgratified thcni Uy releasing a bo} frotu 
confinement at their request. The only 
monument of antiquity at Dehr, is a tem- 
ple e'-r n ated from the, ?5olid rock, orna- 
m-.il d with hi»'.ro;:lyphics. A little be- 
low Dehr on llie western sid<', arc the 
ruins of what was once a tempM and tS' 
tenvards a (^hristian church. They are 
e dUd A iD ida.

I not bereft of all my friends whilst 
Nadira lived." We can appreciate the 
feelings which induced him to send the 
body of his deceased wife, under fhe e»- 
cort of the remnant of his followers, to 
be interred in the sepulchre of her nnces- 
tors, at Lahore. " Aurungzebe liiiiiself," 
said tile unhappy Prince, " will not re- 
fuse a grave to the family of Dara." The 
fate, of Suja, a j)nnce who was not iiif.Tior 
to Dara cither in hravery or accomplish- 
ments, is eaually deplorable. We even 
forgetfhe folnes of the indiscreet but chi- 
valrous Morad, in theignooiiny of his un- 
timely end But no — the poet of Cash- 
mere will not entertain tlie daughter of 
Aurungzebe with the catalogue of her 
father's crimes. Perhaps he will tune 
his lyre to celebrate the deathless 
achievements of Jenghis Khan, or of Ti- 
mur Bek. Perhaps — but why multiply 
conjectures? The volume is before us. 
Let us see wliat themes our author has 
selected as mdst worthy his Mnpe. 

The first of these poems is entitled, 
* The Veiled Prophet of Khorassan.' We 
will confess that our acquaintance Tilth 
oriental history was so limited as not to 
a£ford us, at th<> instant, any distinct re- 
membrance of this august personalise. To 
possess ourselves at once of such facts as 
might be recorded in relation to him, we 
tume(1 immediately, (not having D7/erfc. - 
lat at hand,) to Mavor's compend of his- 
tory, where we find the following epitome 
of his life and character. " During tida 
rsign, (the reign of AlMtiuU, orMaha* 



di, as Mr. Moore calls him,) a man named 
Al Mokanna set up for a prophet; he 
was extremely deformed, and had lost an 
eye. To eone* ;4l this defect, he wore a ' 
veil, which he said was to prevent those 
who looked at him from being dazzled by 
the splendour of liis countenance. Ito 
was a juggler as well as a prophet, and, 
among otlier tricks, he caused the ap- 
pearance of a moon to rise every night 
from the bottom of a well, w:hich gsdoed 
i>im the appellation of nioon-JiuiAer. He 
attached to himself so large a number of 
disciples that Al Mohdi was at lengtli ob- 
liged to send an army against tlieiu. 
Mokanna, finding himself shut up in cita- 
del, without hope of relief, poisoned hie % 
{tss:)ciat('s, burnt tlieir remains, and thrtw 
himself into tlie fire. His proselytes 
however did not despair, fot he promised 
that his^ioul should transmigrate into the 
body of a gray headed old man, when he 
%vould return, and make tliem masters of 
the earth." Anxious to gsun all possible 
intelligence respecting this anuaUe impos- ^ 
tor, we next had recourse to the Univer- 
sal History, from which we cathered these 
additional particulars. This wretches 
name was Uakem £bn Hashem. He was 
originally of Meru in Khorassan, where 
he was under secretary to Abu Moslem, 
the governor of that province, lie after- 
wards became a soldier ; and at last tum- \ 
ed prophet. He was called Al Mokanna 
or Al Borlrai, which sinaifies the veUed, 
from his wearing a veil to hide his de- 
fofmitj% havinp; lost an eye in the wars. 
The cu cumstances of Jiis death are con- 
firmed ; though we are told that it has 
been stated by i^ome authors, that he 
pinniped himself into a cistern of arpia 
fortis. One of iiis concubines concealed 
herself, and tlius escaped the general poi- 
soning and deflagration; ima disclosed 
the procedure. His calculations on flie 
credulity of his votSrics were not disap- ^ 
ointed. Tiiey were long after known 
y the ntune of Mobbeyyiditcs, and were 
dressed in white m opposition to the 
Khalifs of the house of Al Ahbas, whose 
habiliments were black. Mokanna incul- 
cated thedoctrine of the transmigration of 
the divine eflluence by wMch Adam was 
created in theimageof God, and asserted 
that this emanation of the Deity whirh 
liad successively animated Adam, Moses, 
and his master Abu Moslem, resided in 
himself. This rebellion was quelled by 
Ebn Sa'id, the general of Al Mohdi. 

A fitter subject for a modem ballad 
could not have been lound ; and we must 
do Mr. Moore the Justice to acknowledge 
thel^ cxoefilhi the last jMitieular, he has 
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adhered to historica] truth with great 
ftddity; nnd that where he has indulged 
his poru il in a little freedom, he has chief- 
ly laboured, and, strange as it may seem, 
we confess not unsoccesBfidly, to rendcar 
loathsomeness more hideous, and honor 
more horrible. 

But we will suspend our remarks on 
Mr. Moore's felicity in the choice of his 
subject, tin we have presented his. own 
view of it The poem commences wilh 
the description of a fete given by the pro- 
phet at Mn-ait on the occasion of Azira's 
joining; hia staiitiard. This young warrior 
IS described as a youth of singular ^race, 
i^our and abilify, who had been in his 
boyhood a captive to the Greeks, among 
whom he haa imbibed, we cannot well 
imagine how at that period, though Mr. 
M. pretends to account for it, an devated 
love of Hberty. The ladies of the Haram 
were permitted to view the pajjnant 
throuf^n a screen ; and 09 the reader might 
have predicted, 

—there wa«» one amone^ the chosen maids 
Who blush'd behind the gaUery*s silken shades, 
Ono, to whoso soul the pageant of to-day 
Has been like death yoa snw ht r pale dismay, 
Ye wondering; sisterhood, and hfard the burst

We have now despatched ' tlie Veiled 
Prophet of Khorassan.' But Iwfore we 
take up the three remaining poems 
in tliis vohime, we will offer a few re- 
marks on the one just concluded.

Moore, since he iiad no rest r u t ion in 
his range, through the records oi iact, or 
the fields of &ncy. * It was his own folly 
that prompted him to rake up the foul 
deeds of a detestable monster, from the 
obscurity to which they had been deserv- 
edly consigned. Nor can we discover 
for what object he has dragged this 
' misbegotten knave' into the light of day. 
He <lofs not appear to intend tiie inculca- 
tion of any moral lesson, and surely, he 
cannot beneve that a picture, of such dia- 
bolical depi-aviiy ^ufid bug-bear defonni^i 
will .1 waken in the beholder any pleasura- 
ble emotion. We have ncv( r heard be- 
fore of such an instance of gratuitous ma- 
lignity, as is imputed to Al Molcannr*. 
Born in an humble station of life, person- 
al beauty was in no degree essential to 
enable liim fully to partTcipate in all its 
enjoyments. The acddents of war, if 
they had diminished his ori^nal comeli- 
ness, had marked him ^y\t\l honourable 
scars, which a Irue soldier would never 
exchange for Uie limbs or features of an 
ApollOb He had nothing with which to 
reproach fortune. He lived in her smiles 
to the very close of his career. In the 
iinea^e and circumstimces of Richard the 
Third, we find equally a motive for liis 
ambition and his envy. The turbulence 
of the times had accustomed men to re- 
gard Ihe crown as a prize, which it was 
lawful to covet, and for which it might 
-become politic to contend. The chival- 
tous spirit of the age rendered personal 
accomplislmients, and the address and 
prowess, tl)<it qualified for the ball and the 
tournament, not merely * feathers in the 
cap of youth,* !)ut indispensable reauisitcs 
to popularity and power. Richaru could 
not enter these lists. When ive hear lum 
Vol. I. AO. V. 
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in thebitterMM of hb spirit, cursing the 
niggardliness of natnrf , that had ' cur- 
tailed' him of liis* fair proportion,' 'cheat- 
ed' hira *of feature,' and sect him into the 
world, * before hia time,' * defonned,' * un- 
fimsh'd^' and ' swirce half made up :' — 
we acknowledge, tliat he can have little 
* delight' in the 'weak, piping time of 
peace,' and are hardly startled at Ills re- ' 
aohition, whenhedeciaKshis purpose^ 

* And thercfort: — since 1 cannot be a loMr, 
To entertain these fair well spoken dayi, 
I am determined to prove a villain.* 

It was injuries, which none but a feel- 
U)f heart would have treasured up, that 

' ciurdled the milk of human kindness,' in 
the breast of Bel hlem Gabor. The little 
misanthropical iJwai-f, in the ' Tales of 
my Landlord,' did not imbibe his impla- 
cable liatred of mankind from the survey 
of hia own dimenbious. His moroscness 
and distrust were but tlie retraction oC 
tiie bruised fibres, of a sympathy, that 
would have endrcled his species with ite 
tendrllsi But i& flie odious impostor 
of Khorassan, we read only the naked 
lineaments of a fiend. It is in vain to say 
that j>ir. Moore is sufficiently lortiiied by 
history. If this were the case, it would 
not extenuate the radical absurdity of ren« 
dering such a demon, if not the hero, at 
least the mostpromment character in his 
piece. No man, in liii senses, would 
think of making the enormities of Ntdro, 
Cali;j;ula, or Heliogabalus, the subject of 
an epopee. Besides, Mr. Moore was un- 
der no obligation to found iiisjpiot on any 
historical iDGident It is, to be aure, 
quired that an epic should relate to knows 
characters and events, but these metri- 
cal romances do not come under that 
honourable denomination. They are » 
veryhuDibleldndofcompositions — in our 
estimation, much below the novel both In 
dignity and utility, aqd equally licensed 
to Indulge in fiction. I^ovels, if not a 
new datt of works of fimcy, are a woi^ 
deiful imprnvement upon the ancient ro- 
mnnres. These last \vere, tJiough not 
absolutely tlie invention, the chief orna- * 
nient of the dark ages, and appeared 
first in verse. The metrical romances 
preceded even the legends of Arthur, and 
the Knights of the Round Table, and of 
Churlema^e and liis Paladins. The 
ScandinaTiahnations had their scalds, th* 
British tlielr barda, and fhe French th^ 
troubadours and tronvenrs. Their leper- 
dary rhymes were aftenvards redu, « d 
to )>ro8e, and formed the famous rotnan^ 
which Cervantes so liberally consigned to 
the flames. It were a plea-'.'* t 'ipecnla- 
tioA to itnagine the fate of most of the 
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produefioiis of our cotemporaiy poets, 
were a modem library aobmittoa to the 
tribunal that held ao inquiflitioD on llutt 

of Don Qulxottf. 

It appeal 9 to us that in reviv ing the ex- 
ploded taite of the middle ages we are 
relapsing into barbarism. Those prodigies 
wiiich were Mclipted to rouse the curiosi- 
ty and excite the iistoiiishment of the ig- 
nonmt of lliat period, are ilt^'itdted to 
please refined and discriminating readers. 
Painting may delight children merely hy 
the vividness of meir colours ; connois- 
seurs mark the design, and observe Uie 
distribution and the shading. English 
poetrj' has be* n Ium etoforc celebrated for 
Its philosopliicalcharjicter. It has abound- 
ed moi'e m profound moral reflections 
than In sutpming incident, — more in na* 
turn) touches than m factitious sentiment 
It has had {generally a cast of thoughtfiil- 
ness, and t'reijuently of melancholy. Ma- 
dame de Stael considers Homer and Oa- 
•hui as the models of two different series 
of poet rj'. The Eastern is addfcssed to 
the iniasjination, the Northern comes 
home to tlie understanding and the heart 
She mrowa her preference for the latter. 

\ How ill do the quotidinn productions of 
our presses warrant this conimondation. 
They have indeed th»'ip full proportifm of 
Badness, but we shall in vain search for 
moral truth or pumoso. Extravagance erf* 
plot, language, ana passion, is, at ttiis mo- 
ment, the only passport to cin vilation. 
Milton is no longer read,— it may he be- 
cause he has adorned Lucifer with too 
knany n>od Qualities for a fashionable 
hero. It 1s a Ions; tunc since some wise- 
acre discovered that Pope Was no poet, — 
and one Mr. Leigh Hunt has lately found 
out that he knew nothing of verslfica- 
tKMi. Young, Co^vper, Thomson, Gray, 
Collins, &,c. are Inid on the shelf ; and the 
rising generation are not likely to know 
that we have any thing better in our li- 
terature than the verses of Scott, Byron, 
Uimt, ColfTidRe and Moore. Even the 
heat of our living bards have fallen into 
neglect Campbell, Southey, (we mean 
theatitfaor of Roderick,) and Rogere are 
thrown into the shade. We are sorry 
that the last of these gentlemen shotiic! 
lend his name so freely to literary works 
which his good sense must «ondeum. It 
were better to leave Lord Byron and his 
friendn to the benefits of their system of 
mmiud dediciition. Still we do not mean 
to den^ to some of these writers an ex- 
tnordinary degree of mcril^in their way. 
ScoU first brought into view a train of 
corroded pa««?tons, conipotinded of op-

[the ooeratioii of powerftd eitemal eatisea, 
jthe aevelopcmeBt d which produces a 

j feeling of awe approaching to subUmity. 

' Byron has given a wider scope to these 
mysterious metaphysics, and has drawn 

I out delmeations of the human heart thai 
presentit in an aspect of the highest interest, 
though of the most painful contemplation. 
From their veiy nature, however, it is as 
impossible as ft is imdesinMe, long to 
keep up the tone of these uunatoral ener- 

The gradual corrupliou of taste is 
etj[ually seen in tlie degradation ut Llie 
drama. Shakespeare, Otway, Congreve, 
Rowe, Farquhar, Goldsmith, Sheridan, 
and Cumberland, have been driven ofiftl^ 
boards by the Titanian progeny of the * 
melo-drame. The stage has been con- 
verted into a drcus, or an arena. Wit, 

sentiment, and song, have bpen supplant- 
ed by nccromaiMTjr, fiistiaDjand/anfaivii- 
node, 

Mr. Moore has, Indeed, only suffered 
himself to be borne along by the down* 
ward current. He has been persuaded to ► 
barter liis reversionary reputation for 
ikree Hcnsand gvt nea«, and a balance of 
ephemeral notoriety. It was a pitiAd. 
compromise. Tho-r \\ ho know how te 
v«lue the meed of ^ immortal Iame»' wiH 

— « never choose. 

Gold iur the objt'Ct of a gcm^rous moft?.* 

If ho hns been dazzled by the splen- 
did errors of a great but erratic 
genius, it is an excusable weakness, 
though not a less fatal mistake. Risa 
de!):is«'nu;nt of mind to become the 
implicit disciple of any sclmol ; and all 
who are emulous of lasting renown wiM 
avoid Bjnrooism in poetry, as they would 
P>Trhonism in etliics. But as Mr. Mooro 
is a Tieuphyte, we hope he may yet be 
claimed. 

U is no more than just, however, as we 
ha ve charged on Mr. Moore all the faulte 

<if the story wltich ho has ropied, to give 
liim full ( rt(Ut for the c I mi-artel's and pas- 
sages wluch he has invented or embel- 
lished. Axim is of his own creation; 
and though the concubine of Idstory sug- 
gested his Zelien. he' has contrived to 
attach a powerful interest to their imhap- 
py fate. 

The description of their youthful loves^ 

— the cruel anxiety his aosonce caused 
to Zelica, — the hlastin;; influence of the 
rumour of his death upon her peace and 
reajion,^i8 fond ho^and unsuspectinr 
faith, — and the excpil.site misery of their 
intemewin the jialaoe of the Prophet, — 
aii Uiese circmustanccs of cumuljUive 
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wretchedness fasten up«n the fancy and 
weij^h upon the heart But wh^ w« 
flufier ourselves to dweU on thoughts that 
will intrude, wp shuddor with disgust. 
When we are compelled to advert to the 
flCupration of to much beauty and tsndei^ 
■ess and ]ieaveiilj<-iiiiiidadnett by a vile 
and lazar-liko monster, we are filled 
with indescribahle afihorrence. Thispain- 
Ail sentiment is lieiglitencd when the 
poet foreet upon us tine laet of bate 
eoncupiscencc ; and this indignation is 
still augmented when she is made, aj^ain 
and again, with most unfenunine indeli- 
cacy, the hendd of her own diame. Bfr. 
Moore's mSnd must have become so de- 
bauched that all r»'m<^mbninr(* of modrnty 
is obliterated from it, if he ever had any, 
— or he could not be guilty of the soieciam 
•fmaldng a female who had ever reve- 
renced the majesty of ratue, or the sha- 
dow of decency, pronounce herself— 

A loathsome thing, all pestilence, all Aame ! 
nay, openly a^'ow to her lover, in extenua- 
tion of her perfidy lu him, and her concu- 
bfaiage with the Prophet, that * e*cn the 
^oendiless love* withm her, was 
TumM to foul fins to l^t (her) iato na. 

Mr. Moore has introduce<! a larije num- 
ber of new and very fine similes. ' It 
would be singular if he had not, when it 
is evident that Us principal object fai 
writing this poem was to nnd a vent for 
the similitudes ho had framed from hints 
gleaned from a great variety of authors 
on oriental manners and antiquities, and 
carefully hoarded in his common-place 
book. We could have wished, indet d, 
that he lind k**pt the j>roctssof his labours 
a litde more out of ijight We ^ve been 
so accustomed to regard the pOem as the 
main fabric, and the figures and iUustre- 
tions as incidental ornaments, that we 
cannot reconcile ourselves to Uie parade 
of an accumulation of eaudy decorations 
. before the plan of the jbuilmng b laid, or 
the material for its construction provided. 
It is too much like buying up prints and 
then erecting galleries in which to exhibit 
them. It wfts not only unnecessary to 
have let us into the secret of his compo> 
Mtion, but his perpetual reference to au- 
thorities on the most triiling occasions is 
quite teazing. Explanations to compari- 
sonsare like ae^cnationsto paintings ; they 
must be very unuke or obscure to require 
such indices. 

We did not wish to interrupt the nar- 
ration with comments ; and we must con- 
tent ourselves, now, with indicating a few 
of the minor particulars in which thb 
poem is deseniog praise or reprobatioB. 
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From the general encMmum we have 
passed upon Mr. Moore's similes^ wa 

must except the resemblance of the me* 
mory of past loves to ' a rhurch-ynrd 
light,' as presenting an idea disaereeabie 
In IMf and of course incapabfe of re- 
commenduig, by it^ association, a deli- , 
cate sentiment. Tlie h^utiful allusion 
to the ' bnlhuF ia not original. ZeKca's 
asiiinulaliun of tiie effect that would be 
wrought OB her byfivinghi the light of 
Azim^s eyes, to thatpiodiiced upon 

— The itain'd web Aat whitens in the sun, 
is equally ingenious nnd charminp^. We 
have not room to point oui many others 
which cannot fail to catch tiie attention of 
the reader. 

After what we have already said of the 
character of Mokanna, we shall dismiss 
his scurrili^ as quick as possible. Most 
of his eloquence^ and that of the poet in 
describing him, conslsfain the liberal use 
of such sonorous and recondite terms, 
M ' curse,' • curst,* * damn,* ' damning,' 
' damned,' * hell,' ' hell-fire,' kc. fcc. &c. 

In' ref^rd to tiie vetsification, Mr. 
Moore appears to have taken Leigh Hunt 
for his model ; and has produced a lame 
imitation of a bad exemplar. The very 
first couplet in the poem Is amazuigly 
bakl and prdsalc 

In that <IolightfuI prorince of the sun. 
The first ot Persian land* he shiDes upon, — 

is a very feeble beginning, and promises, 
indeed, *no middle flight* Detaching 

prepositions from the nouns they govern 
is awkward enough in prose, but to per- 
petrate tiiis divulsion for the sake oi ob- 
taining a rhyme to complete a couplet, 
on which a pause, in all good poetry, must 
necessarily fall, is absolutely barbarous. 
Mr. Moore «eems to have studied oppor- 
ttmities Ut commit tiiis and smiiiar viola- 
tions of sU le. In regard to metre he is 
equally faulty; and like his prototj'pc 
Leigh Hunt am ( ts to sneer nf rritlcs who 
mind a few byllables m<»re or less in a 
line. What sort of riiy Uun i:* there in 
such lines as these ? 

Luxuriating la bate, avenge my shttDe» Ac. 
Ta loo believen of incredible ctoeds, Ac 
He turns away coldly, aa if some f^loom, 

Mokanra's bride, bis, A/Jm, his,— A-c. 
The wonders of this brow's tne&ble light ; Ac. 

We might pick out any quantity of 
such instiinces. But it is^ not so much 
the redundancy or deficiency of M[r. 
Moore's measure of which we complain 
as the absolute want of mo^'ement. By 
counting one's finK* it is evident that in 
the tiird of the above Imes, there is the 
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MMMIIb Mnbsrof syllables — but surely, 
wm Hit laast Lmannabfe poetry. It m 
the bfint* of French verse that the lan- 
guag»! does not admit of invf^rsion. Ours 
will be equaily eD^Tvated when Leigli 
Httot and ilii confederates shall have 
bioiiglitit down to the level of mry-dsy 
conv. fRntion. Thi' only recompense that 
rhyme oflei^ for The traminel^i by whieli 
it conliiies an author is tiie i xaelneiis of 
Mi harmony and the ^kill of the structure 
of the stanza, itctioa may be as ifoU 
clothed in proea as in rhyme, figurative 
hnrruii^ is not appropriate«l to either, 
and imagiuatiun may indal^jjf, her discur- 
•ire iUgfats as heW in die one as in tiie 
Irther. The charm of poetry coDStata in 
Its melody, the. clioice of its epithets, and 
the nice propriety of it^ construction. In 
every other rrgpj'ct prose ha« tlie supe- 
riority. Thep rot>e Hriler iia^ no uuins 
in adjusting the bafamoe of faia words, or 
tlie length of his periods. His attentioD 
is notftrre«t«'d hy tho «i{*-n'< of his ideas, — 
it is fixed on the ideas themselves. He 
|bidi no difficulty in approaching any sub' 
jeet he may have oceaaion to treat, nor 
nas he any need of periphrasis. It is prin- 
cipally to thix rrerdum of thought and 
ijJXiiy that we attribute Llie proaminence 
•f the writers of the pro»K romances of 
the preaent day oyer its minatreb. Vfa- 
ver!f v, Guy Mannering, tlie Antiquaiy, 
and the Tales of my Landlord, are alto- 
■ether snpt l idi |)rodiictions to the po])u- 
Uur ballads ; and Miss Edgewoitlrs aud 
IliBa Burtiey*lB noveb are much more in- 
structive and entertaining. We wpetk 
only of cotemporary literature, or we 
might adduce a host of examples in sup- 
port of our i^ohition. We are mistaken if 
•reo Bfr. Southey's chance of future fame 
«o not rest mainly on his pros^ writings; 
though his B i>dericK is thr only leji^itiinate 
^c, and, on tlie whole, the best poem of 

We hava another objection to metrical 
romances. Such ia tlie*&cili& with which 
even the hest of them may be produced, 
&at, it they are to he rt roj^iized as cIas-> 
aical poetry, the muluphcation of tliem 
wSD soon render it impossible for th<ise 
wlio pursue any other studies to keep up 
an acquaintancfl T^ lth classical authors. 
We shall have no standards. Allusions 
will Im* lost In fact, even at this inoment, 
an alhision to Bfilton, Dryden, or Pope, 
is not understood, by the ;»enerality 
of belles-Ietfrfs scholars. We shall therc- 
f(»re strenuofisJy oppose the admission of 
mere ballad-makers into the rank of 
iioets. We are aware that Mr. Moore 
haa put an aiigument of this nature into 



the mouth of Fadladeen. He ahould 
hanreMita force. 

Having devoted so much room to 

*Thp Veih d Prophet,' we must give k 
sununary acGOUut of iiie succeeiiii^ 
poems. 

* Parsdise and Hie Pert' is a very pleas- 
ing little allegory, and conveys an excel- 
lent mtiral. An abiidf^ment of the storj 
nmsl be insipid, a it derives its s^tesl 
charm from me manner in which it is «• 
fatted. The Peria are the fairiea of Ibe 
east The poet represents one of these 
im;i<rinary hrinprs r>s ^V^^lnii^ at the gate of 
p^iradise for adniiiibion to those celestial 
regions whicii her 'recreant race' bad 
forfeited. The angd who guards tiie 
portal, compassionating her cuslrea, in- 
forms her that one hnpe still reranins to 
her of regaiuing those glorious ^eati,

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DeapondentJy the Peri revisits the ne- 
ther world. The flrst objects that arrest 
her attention are a lovely child, carelessly 
stretched on the ^rcen sward, resting his 
tender limbs after tlie fatigued he had 
endured in chasing painted butterflies 
through the mead, ana, near him, a man 
whose desperate countenance unfolds the 
scroll of his fell deeds ; — 

The ruinM maid — the »hrino profanM —

The Fire-Worshippers is a poem in 
four Cantos. It exhibits strone cxpres- 
Mons of intense emotions. In aescnbing 
natural scenery the author has shown a 
poetic simsibility to tlie picturesque, 
though his groupings do not always pre- 
sent a distinct tanlet to the fancy. He is 
indebted to heaven and hell for much of 
his imagery and most of his epithets. We 
will endeavour to give an outline of the 
fable. The scene in laid in Persia. Hin- 
da, the daughter of Al Hassan, an Ara- 
Imm chief, who i^ovems the country in the 
wune of the Kiialifs, by whose arms it 
had rori nMy been subdued, is enjoying 
the r s of tho evening breeze, in the 
tower of u lofty fortress, by the se;4-side. 
This tower her father Indieved inaccessi* 
hie, b»it a daring youth had contrive<l to 
*fcob it. His name and race are un- 




known to Hinda, but his temerity has ob- 
tained liim admission to her heart and 
chamber. At this hour he appears as 
usual, but not as he was wont, date and 
daring. She marks his altered mien — 
bids him not to give way to despair, VUs 
him that her father loves the brave, and 
will bless their union. She urges him to 
join tlie standard of tlie Emir, and dis- 
play his warlike (qualities in the war tliat 
18 yet waged against the remnant of the 
Ghebers * those slaves of Fire.' On this 
the incognito throws back his cloak, and 
exposes the badge of that * impious race,' 
as the Moslems termed them. '1 his tlis- 
covery filis poor Hinda with dismay. 
They exehange a sad farewell. 

From tills time Uuida shudders at tho 
sight of tlie reekitig weapons of her fa- 
ther's troops, who return ui triumph from 
their daily conflicts with the diminished 
Ghebers. At lengtii Al Hassan informs 
her that the secret path to tn*'\r last fast- 
ness had been disclosed to him, and that 
he would that night extirpate their Utun^i 
and worsliip. 1 lie terrors of Hinda arc 
increased by this dreadful intelligence. 
She cannot flatter her^it lf that her lover 
will longer escape. Her father, v ho attri-» 
but«B her agitation to timidity, deter- 
mines to send her back to the quiet of her 
native bowers. She is accorriin^rly em- 
barked for the coast of ' Araby.' The 
vessel is captured by the Ghebers. Hin- 
da faints awa^' during th»' contest, and on 
awakening, hnds herself on the deek of 
the enemy's ship, under an awning of 
war-cloaks suspended from tlie spears ef 
the victors, i et she had seen, or lhoug.ht 
she saw, her lover sliielding her in thu 
danger of that fight. She is now con- 
veyed, by subterranean passa^' s, to the 
mountain hold of tlie terrible HafVd. The. 
approach of this dreaded chief of the 
Fire-Worshippers is announced. The 
guards retire. Hinda dares not raise her 
eyes, when a well known voice gently 
speaks her name in her ear. The terrific 
Hafed is no other than her own dear 
Ghebcr! 

But they had little time for amatory 
discourse. Hinda apprizes him of hia 
impending danger. He promptly takes 
his measures. Hinda is conducted to the 
bark, fondly imagining that Hafed will 
accompany her. He has, however, blown 
the horn, which was the concerted sig- 
nal for summoning his adherents to the 
final struggle. Tlie funeral altar is pre- 
pared for those who may not be so hap- 
py as to purchase a grave at the hand of 
the foe. A horrid snout proclaims 
advance of the Arabs. Hafed r* 
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eanmides meet tbem in m defile, ^id 
, veintain themselves till the pass u bridg- 
ed by the dead. Hafed, with a single 
surviving compaaion, regains the lurtress. 
That companion expires as they reachit 
Uafed lays his corse upon the pyre, iq>* 
plies the torch and plunges into tne flame. 

Hinda, with heart-rending anxiety, had 
Bstened on the waters to t^cfaiah of the 
distant combat^— she had noted the si- 
Ifncp th.'it succrptlnd it,— but when the 
lij;h( of the kindled pile flashed through 
the gloom, and betrayed for a moment 
her ctafed'k form* to reveal his immola- 
tion — 

One wildt heart-broken •hrick she gave —

ment. * A Mask,* says Dr. JohnsoD, Ms 
a dramatic performance, written in a tra- 
\(\r style, witliont atft :ition to rule or 
jtrobabilify.' Manfred is, thei r;fon', §Irict- 
iy a Mask. But we will not quarrel about 
nameS; Our concern is with the intriih 
sic merit of thft work. The an)pl<s ex- 
tracts we have made, will alibrd our rca- 
f^rr- f;tir ^rrottntls on which to lorai a 
jmi^ineiil on this point. We shall trou- 
ble them with hut few remarks. 

IMot to this drama there is none— un- 
less the disiovery^ of the nunicli'K.s crimi 
of >Tanrr^^d, aniotsni to a dtnour.iunt. 
But even thi • is left only to conjciiun— 
and we arc happy in the opinion, that 
such is the purity of most readers, that 
comparatively few, on a cursdry rwitilng, 
will discover it to he incf'st. ShcIi, I;o'.v- 
ever, is the un:u (MdahIe inference. This 
is about the only crime which Iwd By- 
ron had omitted to celebrate ; nnd, we 
trust, it was r served for the last, 
the last in turj^itntfr. We do, i:idi»'d, ^■'•^\^' 
that his lonlship, having now sicul bis 
hero to the place of final retribution, 
there.leave turn to be dealt with uccord 
ing to his deserts^ and that wc .shall n:)il>f 
tormeiitcil by another metempsyt^lwsi^ 

It would be in vain to inquire At the 
moral of this poem — none was dwignw 
to be conveyed. The fotal conscqiKiu j-^ 

criminal conduct, are indeed vividly 
depicted ; hut the mind is a iliafcd e^^'" 
by being led to cousidi r so horrible a 
deed possible, much niurc so, hy regard- 
ing it as possible to be perpetrated by per- 
sons of such refined si'ntiment and intel- 
lect, as Manfred and A aile, and to have 
grown, too, out of tiie excess of fratcniaj 
affection.. An ancient Itgishtor 
enact no law a^inst parricide, lest the 
suggestion of a crime Ol which the exist- 
ence WPS unknown, might proinj^t its 
cotnnu.ssiion. It is not by studyiitg ^"'^ 
calendar of Newgate, that we Bhall iflj- 
prove in purity, thoueh tiiere be litll«a'" 
lurcment in tne exhioition of viceio 
genuine deformity. It is the bane «« 
lord Byron's writings that he makesall hi« 
tihabolical heroes men of the most siip<'rj|J'' 
understanding, and the keenest sei^^ihui- 
ty. He endows them all too witli an 
audacity which excites a de?;rce of •ad- 
miration. But for this single attributet 
what were Manfred.? A most despicable 
viUnhi. In trutli we do not think hint /Hr 
fro- ^is. Fortitude like his couW 

j}s^ been uw^ 
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witli such llagitiousness. The conscious- 
iiC5:i of so iieiarioua a deed and its hor- 
rid sequel, would have bowed the boldest 
spirit, siuime and horror would have 
triunijilied over every other sentiment. 
Instead of insolently vaunting his supe- 
riority over tlie vulgar herd, one bhiiok' 
ing beneath the sense of so much biise- 
ness would own himself the vilest of the 
vile. Tlie association of such qualifua 
and surli conduct nre perfectly inrou- 
gruuus. In thus I'aiseliood lies the dan- 
ger of lord Byron*s romances. He has 
constantly condiined elevation of mind 
and the most ardent sensibility to the 
p;rassest and most p«'rnicioiis vires. Per- 
haiks his Jordship may he cited as him- 
self an •instance of this very union. We 
will confesH, tliat, unless he is much mis- 
represented, lie is by far the most sti-ikin^ 
examjvle of it we have ever known. But 
lord iiyron has none of that native 
stren^h of character which he has held 
up to admiration. He has his paroxysms 
of desperation, hut they are succeeded 
by lon.'^ intpfvals of (h spondonry. 
b«'lievc a candid history of his lordship's 
life might be read without any danger of 
seducinj; the uncomipted by the entice- 
ments it would offer to follow in his 
footstep?? ; and, in fart, for aught we 
know, inight prove tiie best antidote to 
thepoison of Ills writings. 

To Manfred's arrogant, assumption of 
super-humnn di<cnity we have already 
adverted. In tlils impudent pretension 
he only keeps pace with tlie noble auUior. 
Lord Byron nas already told us in his 
own person,

Tliese are a A w only of the passages 
which contain thiscndlef^s repetition. We 
wish his lordship had sincerely that con- 
tempt for the world, which he is inces- 
MBUy dinging in theiaee of his admitcn, 



or that he entertained a more rational 
respect for its opinions, in Uie one 
case we should be 'no longer annoyed 
with his crudities, in the other we might 
expect from his lordsliiji's lahuts, direct- 
ed to a proper put ] o^h, and aided by an 
honourable ambition, some production 
more worthy of the genius which he so 
proudly boasts. Till he do ofler some- 
thing to sustain his jactitations, we shall 
continue to measure liis powers by his 
tliorls. 

The machinery of this poem is a most, 
ridiculous gallimaufiry -of fnytholcey, ne- 

cromnney, and witchchraft, atluism, 
polytlieisni, and Christianity. His iordsliip 
has broughttogetherinapiomibcuous mob, 
Arimanes,(Arimanices) Nemesis, the Par- 
ca, the spirits of air, lire, water, moun- 
tains, storms, and darkness, the witch of 
the Alps, an imp of Beelzehub, and a 
minister of the Gospel. No man 
who had any coherence of liiuid touJd 
have been betrayed into such absurdities. 
Consistency of conduct u e do not look 
for in lord Ryron, mil* <s it he in the con- 
stant parallelism ol his literary works, 

but such complete confusion oi ideas 
referable to taste or the miara} sense, as 
this tragedy displays, we cannot but re- 
gard as unequivocal evidence of partial 
insanity. In this opinion we ai*' not 
.singular. Perhaps it were charitable to 
wish it true. Regarding his religious, or 
rather irreligious, doctrines, as the ravings 
of a maniac, we do not deem it r-fci ssa- 
ry to enter into a serious censid* ration 
of them. Were his lordship's theory to 
be admitted, that a proportionate remorse 
always follows transgression, how should 
we acronnt for progression in irlmes. 
But that depravity is progressive, is true 
to a proverb. .Vemo repente fit turpissi- 
mu8. The whole .syst*'m of divuie and 
human juris})nidence is founded on the 

maxim that enmpunction^decreases with 
the increase of guilt. 

But we will not trespass ionjrer on the 
reader's patience* Viewing Ais poem 
merely in a literary light, we miEht point 
(lut many nnvous and some beautifiU 
passagesj—wilh much affectation of 
phrase, and, if we mav so say, sophistry 
of style. Its prosody is better than unnll 
but still there is a frequent tendency t» 
prose. What could he more aftfr the 
matter-of-fact manner thnn th»' tolh-uipo- 
dutifill address of the Goddess JSemesis 
to Atimanes ?

This is the very language of a waiting- 
maid. Similar lameness and insipidity- 
are not rare in Uiis poem. In fine, we 
look iqpon Manfred as the least ci«ffitar 
ble {wodudkn of lord Byron's pen. 
Wc are ourselves at a loss for that irre- 
aistiole charm which so many find in his 
lordship's poetrv. 1 f it be the gloomiaesis 
of his pictures that is so attractive to con- 
gciiial spirits, we must, indeed, concede 
the paim to hun. But if it be the awe 
with which even the least reverent 
treatment of solemn subjects fflls the 
mind, the same sensation m a more ex- 
quifite degree may bo awakened by read- 
ing tiie Night ThoiJv:lits ; and we would 
urge it upon those ot lord liyroivs vota- 
ries, who have never read that in- 
cr>inparable poem, to seek a solace 
for theur sombre feeUngs in the pages 



of Dr. Yoimg. His vigorous reasoning, 
his holy melancholy, his piiilosophie re- ' 
signation, his moral sublimity, ana Chris* 
tian faith, will prr^>ent a strong and salu- 
tary contrast to the sickly sentimentality, 
the miserable fears, the stili more misera- 
ble daring, tiie grovelling philosophy, and 
the forlorn atheism of lord Byron.

We 
do not mean to impure to his lordship 
either the overt acts he has diarged upon 
the ()f!sj>ring of his fai;cy, or even the 
pre meditation of similar enormities. But 
we have a right to ascribe to his lordship 
sentiments expressed bv lumacdt^ entirely 
analagous to those he has avowedly as* 
siuned. In * Childe Harold,' we may dis- 
cover the stamina of all his lordship^s 
beroes. They are precisely what ' Childe 
Harold' would have been in their situa- 
tion.

while we are merely told in the preface, 

ihrit all thf* plants ennmnrated were found 
within 10 nuies round riuladeiphia, which 
includes of course part ot Penufiylvai^ 
• and part of New-Jeraey. 

The transversa columns are eight in 
number. The first gives tlie generic and 
speciiiic names of the plants, in the usHpl 
botamcal language; here are often ailipil 
some Tery useful synonymes. The second 
column includes the English and verna- 
cular names of every plimt ; these htst are 
particularly useful tu the American rea> 
dec. Theihird, which b mefely taken 
vp by the reference of genera to Jussieu'a 
natural method, is nRarly a blank, and 
mi^ht have been united with the first. 
The fourth and fifth describe the calyx and 
corolla of each genua, to which the use- 
ful appendage of the colour of the flow- 
er is added. In the sivth oolunui a pe- 
culiar di^ignostic definition of each species 
is ^ven in Latin : although these defini- 
tions are sufficiently comparative to d»> 
tinguish the specit;3 of this Protlvomus, 
it is to be regretted, that tliey are of- 
ten too short, and that they will probably^ 
be found defectiTe when the Flora of Phi* 
ladelphia ahall he gi*eatly enlarged. The 
j^f'venth column describes only tlie fruit 
of eacii genus, and i» very uiinaturally 
severed from the 4tli and 5th. The last' 
acquaints us with the time of flowering of 
each species, a proper appendage to a 
local Flora. 

About you species ar« enumerated by 
the author; but many of them are culti- 
vated plants, and they are classed ac- 
cording to tlie sexual system of Liitnacn*?, 
which appears to be yet in fashion in the 
United Stat* H, because it is so in Eng- 
land! The cryptognroic plants are, as 
usu;il, omitted, except the Ferns. This 
(Jcffct in all rpoci;il Floras of North 
America, is hlvtly to last until a classical . 
work on those plants be published, for 
£he benefit of the science, or for the use 
of compilf r^. 

As many rare and vahnMe plants are 
here enumerated, riot generally known as 
, natives of the neighbourhood of Phitadel- 
plua, it may not be amiss to mention 
sonto of them; the following are there- 
fore selected.

Such as are noted thus *, have also been 
found by the writer of this article, near 
Philadelphia, and he can therefore at- 
test the autlior's accuracy. 

This work having been piibUed be- 
fore the reception of PurahS Flora of 
Nortli Amrrica, is free from many We- 
mishes wluch would liave been probably 
copied on that authority — as, the wrong 
geoirie name of Smilaema nught have 
Been preferred to the better one oiMaJari' 
themum ! &c. The omissions ansing 
from not consulting Pursh's Flora are very 
trilling, and very few other erron have 
crept into it There are MW however; 
for instance, the Diantkns arrfyerta of 
New-Jersey is a new species wiiich Mr. 
C. S. Riifinesque called D. armtrioidea in 
his Preciff ifes deooutwrre^ Sp. 116. Tha 
•d/w/;! ! ;>/a»i/ag'0 is either his JUisma sub- 
Cftrtlala (N. G. and Sp. jif X. \ntericaa

it is to be noticed wiUi regret that Dr. 
W.' P. C. Barton has adoptml the erro- 
neous g^Cffic denomination Centaurdla 
of Michaux, erponeom in a douhle view, 
because that g*>nus had been previously 
dedicated to his own uncle Dr. iiciij. 
Barton by Dr. Muhlenberg, pubJiahed by 
Wildenow under that name in the Acts 
of ihe B^•rlin Society, and adopted by 
Persooji, aiid bticause the name of Cen- 
taurtUa is defective, according to the wise 
rules of nomenclature established by Lin- 
nwus, hrinj; -a dirninutivo of CcnJtauna^ 
an old ^■;' fris. Hi: j^rclt xt is that the ge- 
nus Badonia of Muliienberg and Wilde- 
now is obsolete, arid another new genus 
has been named Bartania by NuttaU and 
Pupsh ; but unless a fourth name! and a 
better one be given to the Bartonid of 
IVildenow ; a third one likewise errone- 
ous (Ceitfamrttm) having been given to 
it by Persoon througli an oversight, 
(since he had adopted the Bartania in the 
same volume), the CeiUaurella of Mi- 
chaux most retain its old and good name 
of Bartmiay and the Rartoitia of NuttaU 
must be called .'Vufta//m / ;ts Mr. Rafines- 
que has named it in his Florida Mimfrtn- 
CO, Seven new species are inti'oduct^d in 
this Pfodromus ; some remarks will be 
oflfered on each of them.

REMARKS ON THE CULTIVATION OF THE 

rocusT TREE,(i2oftm{a pseudihaeaeia,) 

Messrs. Editors, 

THE cultivation of the Locust trop on 
L(tng ff^lnnd and in other j>:irts of this 
state has been attended to with consider- 
able profit to the agricultural interest, but 
not with tliat earnt stiif^ss which the im- 
portance of the subject d* niaiids. This 
may have arisen fioni tint dilficulty of 
propagating it by transplanting, or not 
underatanding how to raise it, from the 
seed. 

The locust trer* is a n:i1ivc of the. Tni- 
ted States, but was not known north or 
east of the river Potomac, before the 
white settler:* brought it from thence. It 
is the Rohiuia psetido-acacia of Linnams, 
with a wlnlQ and iVagront bk»ssom. It 
hiib hUjierior advanii-j^is for beauty or 
use to most treen of tort;i!^n or domestic 
growth. The delicacy of its green shade 
is tnost pl«';iHant to the eye, and so agree- 
able to vei;« tatiou, that tlie earth beneatli 
a locust grove, or within the umbrage of 
a sini^le tree, is covered with a luxuriant 
foliaj:;<' of tender grass. Th*- odotir of its 
I:mvi».-; is pli asanl, but that of its papiliona- 
cious hloissorns is delightful. As an or- 
nimental tree it is not excelled bj any 
fort^st tree of our own country. When in 
full foliage no tree has a more delicate ap- 
p»»arance to the eve of tlie beholder, or a 
more agreeable wade to man or beast 



Some admire the dog wood, (cornus flo- 
rida) some the bean tree, (bignonia catal<> 
pa) others the horbe chi stiiut, (escutus 
hipjiocnstaneas) Fome the uliite wood, or 
tulip tree, (iiriodendron lulipiiera) all na- 
tives of our own forests ; but none of them 
can compare with the locust either for 
beauty or utility. It thereforti appears of 
importiince to inquiic into its ]!rc;pc}t:es, 
and point out some ineanii of eultivaling 
it to advantage. 

The Locust is a tree of quick growth, 
th( wood of which i^ hard, durable, and 
principally used in siiip building. To a 
country sitiutted like the United Statesi, 
witli an extensive line of sea const, pene- 
trated by niimrrous bays, and giving rise 
to many great rivers, ^shose banks are 
covered with forests of extraordinary 
growth, whose soil is fertile, rich and va- 
rit jiatcd, .nnd whos.^ climate is agreeable 
ai^d diversifu'd hy a gradation r»f tempera- 
ture ; to such a couijtry, inhabited by an 
industrious and enterprising people, com- 
merce, bfitli foreign and domestic, must 
constitute one <if tite principal employ- 
mcnt!^. As long as the country possesses 
the necessary timber for ship biiiiuing 
and the other advanlages whif h our situa- 
tion aiibrds, the government will continue 
to be formidable to all other powers. 
We have within oui-selves four materials 
necoseary for the completion of strong 
and durable naval structures* Tiwse are 
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the live oak, lo'ud, c^dar, nnd /nne, which 
can be abuinlanily snpplioil. The for- 
mer is b»ttt for the iQwer timbers of a 
ship, wtule the lociMt and ced«r form the 
upper works of the frame. The pine 
supplies the timber for df ck??, nmsts m\d 
spars. A vt ssel built of live oak, locu?^t,

The locu?-:t, a native of Virpjinia and Ma- 
inland, is in such demiuid for foreign and 
domestie consumption, that it is called 
for before it can attain its full age. It has 
been cTiltivated as far eastwar<l as Rhode 
Island, but bcj^ins to depreciate in quality 
in that Stato. Insects attack it there 
which are not found in New- York, or its 
native sit uatioos. These give the timber 
a worm-eaten a[>pearri!u'.e, and render it 
less usefid. The locust has been exten- 
sively raised in the sbnihera parts of 
New-York, but the call for it has been so 
f rf at, that few tn'ts attain any size before 
they have b^en wanted for me. Hence 
tlioy are in great demand and ready sale, 
and no ground can be appropriated for 
any kind of timber with so much advan- 
tr?ge lornst. Besides its application 
to :iii:p building, it is extensively used for 
fencing ; and for posts no tUBber will last 
longer in or out oi the fppound. On Long 
Island, where wood is scarce, anil fencing 
thuher iu j;: « ut drninnd, the locusf be- 
c.omes of inueh local imjfiortancc from 
tins circumstance alone, independent of

The locust tree doe^ not beartranaport* 
ing well in tills part of our countnr, and 
in all probability thi ..rises from tne cas 
torn ol'cuttiuK oti' the roots when taken 
up for that purpose. Most of the root» 
of the locust are long cyUndficaly and nm 
horizontid not far under the suriace. Id 
trmsplanting, so few of them are left to 
tlie body of the tree removed, that little 
or no support is given to tlie tup, and it 
consequently diis. If care was takeo 
not to destroy so much of tlie roots, a 
much larger pmportion of those trans- 
plaiited would hve and thrive. So great 
oas been the difficulty of raising the lo- 
cust in this way, that another method of 
propagating ha?; hnin generally resorted 
to. Whenever a 1 irprft tree is cut down 
for use, tlie grousui lor some distance 
around has been ploughed, by wliidi the 
roots near the sitflace have been broken * 
andftirr;«d up. From thef?e roots suck- 
ers Klioot up, and the ground soon be- 
comes covered vrith a grove of young 
trees. These, if protected from cattle, 
jxnd fenced in, will grow most rapidly, and 
the r*>ots continuing to extend, new 
shoots arise,- and in a few years a thrifty 
young forest of loeust trees is pioduccd. 
ThefeaTesof locust are so agreeable to 
horses and rattl«\ thnt the young trees 
^ust be fenced lu to preserve them. 
When growing in groves they shoot up 
straight and slender, as if striving to eut- 
top each other, to receive the m<Mt facoe- 
fit from the rays of a genial sun.

It being almfi'jt calm, 
when about a miie from it, 1 went in my 
boat to examine it and procure some 
fresh water from it, of which I was rather 
short, tiking with mc a sextant, thermo- 
meter, and loz-Kiie. At a distance it ap- 
peared very white, as if composed parUy 
of snow, but on reaching it, I found it to 
be a solid mn^is of very dense fresh water 
ice. its ibrm was nearly tha t of a cube, 
the flat top having a unuli inclination 
wWithe horison. There was no appear* 
ance of any 1. 1 vers or strata, so that no 
conjecture could be formed in what posi- 
tion it was generated. Both the water 
and air beinglHit a few degrees above tlie 
ireesnng point, it was then dissolving verjr 
slowly ; still the water on t!ie surface, for 
some hundred Yards to the norliiward, 
was almost perfectly fresh. It was sur- 
rounded by many thousand sea fowls, 
mostly and small mnrrs, who would 
Scarcelv move out of the reach of our 
oars. I found, as I expected, a current 
running past it to the northward, (it must 
be observed, that bodies deeply inmiersed 
In water are but little affected by the cur- 
rent, whicii is only near the surface,) 
liirse of the sides were nearhr perpendi- 
cular above, and, as far as I couJd see, 
under water; on the other side was a 
small offset about 50 feet high and about 
ooelbcirtii of the base of ue whole. I 
made the log-line fast to one side, tiien 
rowed directly from it to a convenient 
distance, where I made a knot in the line, 
and measured its altitude wiiii tlie sex- 
tant above the level of the eye 44 deg.

The thermometer, if attended to, will al- 
ways give timelv notice on approachinc 
those islands ; the distance tbat they cbiB 
the air is great ; stiH I found but little dif- 
ference in the tliermometer at 6 leagues, 
or at half a mile distance, but it was in 
tlie forenoon when I approached it, and 
I suppose the thermometer would hav<a 
risen several degrees had I been station- 
ary. 

About the begiimuig of last month I 
found the current of the Gulf Stream 

much stronger, and the water warmer 
than usual, which I attribute to the tong 
continuance of s. e. winds about that 
time. I found myself set to the n. V. at 
the rate of three im'les pt r hour for seve- 
ral days, to the northwanl of ("ape Hat- 
teras, tlie temperature of the water being 
75 deg. until I reached SL George's Bunk. 

I also be^ leave to say sometning con- 
cerning Artificial Horizons .at sea in foggy 
weatlier. Patents have been obtained tor 
various kinds, formed with fluids,, plum- 
mets, &C. and highly recommended as 
being very accwate. But it appears to 
me to })v nnj>n«Hi1)le to obtain a perfect 
horizon by any of those means, while Uie 
vessel has any velocity, however smooth- 
ly she may glide along, or where there is a 
current, for I think the surface of a fluid 
must be perpendicular to the motion com- 
pounded ot gi-avitatioii and the vesseFs 
velocity. But I have never heard that the 
patentees or venders of those articles 
nave intimated that any allowance is ne- 
cessary for tliose thuigs, and 1 do not 
know that any objection has been made 
public by any one, which I think is 
nighly necj^ssary if my conjectures are 
just, and if so, men of science must 
be aware of those obstacles ; and believe 
me, nr,no one has a greater influence tlian 
yourself in placing matters in a true li^ht. 

It is no less necessary to recommend 
many tilings which are highly useful and 
but little used; for uistance, the fight- 
ning chain. We every day hear of vessels

Ljookiug, Uiei), ut our connexion with 
Ghiiia as asstiming new interest, let us 
inquire how iar it may be extended. On 
this point we have the experience of the 
English East India Company, though, it 
should be observed, that tlieir monopoly 
Itas a tendency to cramp the fre^ exer- 
cise of those commercial fnnctions which 
flourish best when least restrained. For 
instnnco, tlie carrying of sandal wood 
from Uie i<'cejee Islands to China, now 
nunmed by the colonbts of New South 
Wales to great advantage, and in which 
we mif^ht jiarlicipate, is totally Overlook- 
ed by that company. 

It is clear, tliat any object wliich is cal- 
eidaled to olmate that alarming drain of 
^lede for the Cliina market, which, with 
other evils, inclines the balance of trade 
ai^ainst us, deserves a very serious exami- 
nation. VVe must be prepared, however, 
In any such experiments, to experience 
that haughty disdain of foreignera, uid 
that indiilerence to tnide on any other 
principle than a medium of bullion, for 
which China is remarkable, and which 
it is better to yield to than oppose. Our 
footing, at present, Is, like tliat of the 
British, confined to a small factorj'^ in tlie 
vicinity of the city of Canton, occupied 
by the sufferance of the court of Pekin, 
under strict regulations, designating the 
parties with whom, and the manner in 
• which tliat trade is to be conducted. The 
Kong merchants, so termed, because ex- 
pressly licensed by the Chinese povern- 
ment to hare dealings fnth foreigners, 
are very limited in number, being in 1798 
twelve, and in 1808, increased to four- 
teen. By these a summiiry power is ex- 
ercised, as to the uitrodiictiou or rejec- 
tion of articles, and the Cldnese prejudi- 
ces, extremely abhorrent of Innovation, 
have frustrated many attempts made to 
supply goods in barter for their commo- 
dities. In such cases the duties levied on 
importittions made no distinction betweoi 
the finer and coarser descrintions of 
goods, and this not confined to tlie foreign 
importation, hut accompanying various 
internal duties in their progress through 
the empire. \ 

Trian have been made in the Ohincse 
market (\[ woollens, Irish poplind, tab- 
binets, lead, stationary, window-glass, 
9 word blades, &.c. but the accounts re- 
ported from Canton exMbit a considera- 
ble loss on those articles, — the Chinese 
viewing their permission to land them as 

tspecial favour shawn to the importers ! 
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Tin andfoltoB are artictoi»ihowever, 

that form some part of the consideration 
which the Kong merchants consent tq 
receive in exdiauge for their teas, and are 
pierhapa the least disadvantageous thai 
could be selected. The fonner article 
abounds in the islands of Banca and Ma- 
lacca. It is also produced in considera- 
ble quantities on the western side of 
South America. From these places, it li 
calculated tin could he exported at 70l. 
per ton, whereas the English East India 
Company pay to the count)' of Cornwall 
liOl. per ton for the sake of Uie COU tun^ 
which, by an act of Parfiament, tht y ara 
rcouired to export 

The cotton snp]ilied by the East India 
Company is shipped at Bombay and de- 
nominated Surat cotton : tliou^h not su- 
perior to our finest Georgia, it is i|iora 
costly in China, the cause of which is to 
be ascribed to the high rate of freight in 
the company's ships, arising from tlie ex- 
.pense of their outfit and equipment 

We have likewise heard mat fur»froni 
oiur North West Coast, near the rivet 
Columbia and Nootka Soiuid, have been 
procured in considerable quantities, and 
thence carried to China, where they were 
sold to a profit 

We mention Aese articles as furnishing 
the best means we know of for adopting, 
as far as practicable, a commercial policy 
on the jPrincijple of Barter round the 
Gape of Good Hope. Where that seems 
incapable of extension, it appears our ob- 
vious int<Test to pursue the channel of 
the Black Sea Jind the Caspian, as offer- 
ing a mart for manufactures, and that re- 
el or ocal exchange of commodities on 
wnich all commerce ou|^t justly to pro* 
cecd. By that, we may, through the 
force of circumstances, bring about what 
China may be unable to counteract, viz. 
atralBc in teas over-land, and thus re- 
lieve oursehes ftom the bondage^ conse* 
(juent on the obligation to provide bul- 
lion. It is well known that teas are in- 
jured by long voyages in a confined hold^ 
where, especially in warm latitudes, flief 
undergo what is denominated a swtaif 
which impairs their flavour and strength. 
Oti this account, caravan tea, brought 
over-land in caravans from China, al- 
ways oommands a preference. It li uh- 
neoesnry, therefore, to dilate on the im- 
portance of such a trade, which joins to 
the advantage of a superior commodity 
an vinlimited vent for our cargoes.

Some oftlio recreative hours of Mr. S. 

It 
may not be inipropiir liere to reuiark tiiat 
when a schoolboy, his teacher, aware of 
the poetical genius of his prominng pupil, 
requested him to prepare an acn>stic, to 
lusname,tisa New-year's address adapted 
to the season which then was approaching. 
The spirit of tlie young poet was fired. 
He applied hiniseU'with ail diiij^encc to 
ple.'ise his tutor. His perforniance was 
produced ; obtained the premium, and 
received the applauses lH»th of teach- 
er and scholars. It had, however, pre- 
xion^ly received the corrections of his 
mother, from whom lie seemed, as it we.re 
inherently, to have imbibed a taste for 
poetry and the sublime. On tlie anni- 
versaries of his parents' hirth-daj^, he 
ijsu til ■presented to t)ieni his ^ood wishes 
and pravers, in a suitabic poem, compos- 
ed for tne cwcasion. 

In coinjcidcnce with his inclination, his 
father sent him to his brother in Fredo- 
rickstown, where he was indefatie;ably 
engaged in acquiring knowledf^e. There 
alsOv rather tlum in his nativ<> place, on 
accoiint of lus modest and dilfitlent dis- 
position, he ascended the pulpit, and from 
time to time othciated in the congrega- 
tiont under the pastoral care of his 
brotiier. 

After the completion of his studies, in 
which he was engaged with ardour and 
ai^duity, he attended a meeting of the 
EWaapiicil Luthenn Synod it Han»- 



ver, York County, Pennsylvania, wher© 
he ■\v:m examiiied, and lictfnsed as a can- 
didate. i>y the same svnod he was af* 
terwards rally dotlied wxh authority and 
power as a regular member of that bodj, 
and as n nitoHter nf tlie Oospt-l trf f'hrist. 

For a short time, under tiie carelul su- 
perintendance of his father, he attended 
several congregations in Mon^omery 
County, in the state of Pennsylvania. 
Hitherto he officiated chiefly in the Ger- 
man language ; but on the seventh of 
January, 1810, he delivered a sermon h 
the English lon^^ue, at the consecration 
of a church in WhitenKlrsh township, 
Montgomery county. Pa. The concourse 
of people was great, and collected from 
the surrounding parts, even' from Phik- 
delphia ; and the sublime, solemn, and 
truly jiiotis (ii^course whicli he preached, 
is deeply engraven upon the heart; of 
many hearers. He was destined, how- 
ever, for .mother scene of laudable and 
beneficial lalwnr. Hy invitation he visit- 
ed the Lutheran congregation at Hagers- 
town, Md„ and preached in. the Gennso 
and English languages. Soon after, bong 
elected by an unanimous vote, he re- 
reived a joint call fr«>ni that and the 
neighbouring Lutheran congregaduns, 
which he accepted. 

In the spring of 1810, in the twentieth 
year of his age, he left his paternal abode, 
accompanied by the fervent prayers and 
pious wishes of his parents and frieiMb. 
He then took charge of the aboyemeiv 
tioned congregations, which he faithfully 
served for the remainder of his days. 

FaiUifulness and zeal, however, c(M 
not secure a course df pladd serenity. 
Trials are inseparable from the Christian 
life, and are concomitants of t!ie ai>ostolic 
creed. And 3Ir. S. was not exempt. But 
all thinRs seemed to work termer, to 
mak« him more and more zeawus in tbe 
cause of his heavenly Master. 

In iai2 the introduction of the Englian 
langua^ into the church at HagerstofrtW 
was j»roposed by a respectable number of 
members, who had heretofore been ac- 
commodatetl hnt verj' sehlom with an 
English discourse. It was carefully and 
correctly aseertabied, that a vast majority 
of Ae contjre^ation were desiroii?. that 
on e'very Ihird or f&urlh Sunday, an 
lish stritum should be preached. On the 
intervening Sundays, the solenmitie* 
publie wwship were to be eoodueted as 
usual, in the German language Mr. 
SchaefTer %vas oflicially re*]uested to com- 
ply, and he considered it his duty to de- 
clare the cmmsd of Ckld atstotedtini^ 
til fte lanpmgewidiva ftmiiS6iari»(* 
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hrs hearers* In this ahnt^ he Jcneii\ the 
rising s;enercU{on could rtceivc rtliu^ious 
ixiatrutiioii, atid undtrstand Uu adminis- 
troHon of th4i preeiem QuptL The vary 
many reasons for this measure were so 
cogent, ;i nd the request of the body of the 
congregation so pressing, that he would 
lUKve tlu>ught himself culpable, and an un- 
Cuthful steward, had he refused to ac* 
cede. 

But, who ts not conscious of" the power 
and often fatal inHuence of prejudice?—* 
It was not longt before a few uidiTidiial 
xnembors of the churcii, in an indecorous 
manner, ohjectrr! to tlif preaching of the 
word of life and the ^osjtti of peace in the 
En^sh language: in that language, hy 
which it mi^ht, under the blessing of the 
liord, be conveyed to the hearts of all 
who attended, and who were desirous to 
attend divuie worship in the Lutheran 
Church.. Tktmjfsleyrfimquityworked^ 
— and the eneimes ofcommon aeme and 
decorum, Wf-rn \mhrtppi!y enroiir.'i^ed in 
their absurd and tiuili^nant opposition, 
from a quarter leasi t^xpected ! 

To the great detriment of the Lutheran 
Church in this country, a nunihcr of per- 
sons, butli of the clergy and laity, have 
always strenuously opposed the we of 
Hhe langtuLge of our eonmbry. In come* 
quenee of their inveterate prejudices, 
eoritracted views, .-uid unquenrlinhif f^h- 
stinacy, Luth(^rau congregations, in some 
parts of the United States, have almost 
necome extinct. The dispute concerning 
the use of the uni% ( rsfdly inl**lliphle lan- 
guage in the ( hurches, lias fnM|Ucntly 

S'ven rise to tumultuous acts. That cor- 
al hannony and feUowship, which 
should be the cement of every Cfhri^lian 
comFiiunity, has often been proscriln d. 
Alas! the cause oi tiie Redeemer has sut- 
. lered. To many it might be said : Your 
ghrying i$ not good. NerertheieBt, 
oth' IS, and not a Cpw,. having; the pros- 
perity of tlifc Lutlieran Church, and the 
welfare of Ziou at heart, alway« deplored 
such a state of tibmgs, and hm laudably 
exerted themselves to promote goodwil 
and fraternal love among their young 
brethren. In many instances their la- 
bours liave been crowned with success. 
Already the eyes of many members of 
the Luth»^ran Church in America, hnve 
hven opened to see th** folly of their 
former ways, and the injury which they 
have done; when, perhaps, Ihey thaught 
liUy did God service ; so, at lesist, Chns- 
tinn I hnrity prompts us to hope. 

This digression, or rather explanation, 
could not well be avoided ; as it serves to

alludf d to, relative to the difficulties that 
arose in the congregation at Hagerstown. 
£ven these, however, did not disgraeo 
tiiemsebes by tuth scenes as have red* 
dered some congregations, " a bye-word" 
among other rehgious denominations. 

When the Synod of Pennsylvania and 
adjoining states was convened at Cartisle, 
in June 181£, the identical persons who 
wrrf the disturbers of harmony, appeared 
before the Reverend Body, and entered 
a protest against English preaching." 
Mnlers were» however, properly ex- 
plained by a deiegslion fimn the congre* 
gation; and evi ry unbiassed andpiouf 
person, whilst apuiauding the conduct of 
Mr. S. deeply deplored, that in a free and 
enlightened country, tiiere should exist 
so much projiirlice and infatuation. In 
the whole coursi: ot this business, no one 
could charge foiiy on Mr. S. or, in the 
words of the great Apostle, convince him 
of any sin. This was highly gratifying to 
his feelings ;• for his wiiole deportment 
seemed to declare with the same gi-eat 
prsacber of righteousness : ** Herein do I 
exercise rnvst lf, to have always acon> 
science void of oflcnce towards God and 
towards man." But it was a source of 
grief to him, that a&im of his clerical 
brethren, and fathers of the churdiy 
should evince a most unfriendly spirit $ 
that they should step forward In hostile 
array, not only against him, but against 
aH mose whose cmiscienoe and reason 
dictated the propriety, the necessity, the 
duty of using tne English languae*', in 
addition to the German, in Xtutheraa 
Churches. 

Not out of disrespect to the respecta- 
ble, enlightened and venerable body of 
Evangelical Lutheran Clprgy, but as an 
historical fact, and an instance of human 
weakness and impropriety, it may not bo 
amiss to stete several proposals t) i at were * 
made on this occasion and nft'ered, as 
it were, mer<*ly to he rrjfctni, and to 
disappoint those from whom tiiey ema- 

It was proposed by one, that the Sy- 
nod should aosolutely prohibit thf> use of 
tlie English language in Lutheran Church- 
es: — Another was very serious in moviug 
that every clergviuan who shcniid pre» 
sume to preach in tlie Knglish lan^njre, 
should he tbrthi^ith expelled from the 
Synod. 

The discusdon natundl j;, and verr pro^ 
perly, reeidted in an affectionate exhorta- 
tion to peace and harmony. It was more- 
over wisely recommended to all congre- 
gations that nught he simitariy sitnated,

John e. Bogcrt, Esq. chairman of the 
Committee on coins and medals made a 
rej>ort^ — >vliich l)ein^; voluminous, is filed 
among the arciiives of the Institute, and 
will appear in extcnso whenever the next 
volume of the transaetioos of the Society 
shall he jpublished, which we understand 
is now in contemplation. 

Mr. Bogert remarked, that the k-now- 
ledge of coins and medals, was not mefC' 
Yf a matter of curiodty, but of uoe, ss

Mr. B. observed, at the conclusion of 
his report, that tiie principal part of the 
Grecian coins wMeh he had been so for* 
tunate as to obtain, he had received from a 
frirnd dirrctly from Athrns, who had 
been a fellow travel I i r with lord Elgin,, io 
exploring and examining tlie ancient sepul- ^ 
chres of the Greelss, awl who had pecur 
luir advantages from his situation m pnH 
curing some very rare specimens. 

His Excellency De Witt Clinton, Pre- 
sident of the Society, communicated a 
letter which he had rec^ved from E. 
Shttltz, Esq. of Marietta, Ohio, enclosm^ 
one from Nathan Guilford, Esq. of Cinci- 
natti, expressing an opinion that a com- 
plete skeleton of the mammoth might 
be procured at the Bi^ Bone Licks, or at 
the united States' Saline near Shawnee^' 
town, and intimatine his inteptioil t9 
make an attempt to obtain one. 

A ^vritton communication was received 
from Professor Mitchill, unavoidably ab- 
sent,containing several enclMures ; among 
them a map of the southern ^ore ,cn 
Lake Supenor, from the riv<'r Onatana- 
gan, where the great mass of native cop- 
per exists to tlie bottom of the lake ; the , 
ori^jinBl sketdi donebj an Indigene, a 
Chippeway youth, who had no regular 
or scholastic education, — a present from 
Francis Le Baron, Esq. Apothecary Ge- 
neral of the United States. 

A niunber of manuscripts connected 
with the early history and commerce of

John Moore, Esq. of Hempstead, L. L 
who was an oHicer of the customs for the 

port of New- York, when this State was a 
British Colony. 

A communication was likewise receiv- 
ed from Mr. Jacob Shiefless, of this city, 
enclosing some papers of local interest. 

A letter from Dr. Samuel Akerly was 
presented and read, enclosing thedinerent 
dcf ominnlions of Corporation money 
issued during tlie late war, and which bad 
been cancelled. 

Dr. D. Hosack presented a letter ad- 
dressed to him, dated Paris 17th April, 
1817, fn>m Mons.

Dr. Hosack reported, that designs for

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COMIC DRAMAS. By Maria Ed^e- 
worth, autlior of Fashionable Tales, 
fcc Boston, Wells and Lilly, 12mo. pp. 
286. 

Miss Edgeworth is a deser^^edly popu- 
lar writer. She is more pleasing in iier 
style and subjects tlian Miss More, more 
just in her deUneations of life, than Miss 
Bumey, (madaine D'Arbky^) and, in 
every reApect, immens^'ly superior to 
Lady Morgan, the Porters, and a whole 
bevy of scribbling spinsters. She- will 
not, indeed, bear a comparison with Ma- 
dame deStael, or even Madame de Genlis. 
She docs not affect to come into compe- 
tition with tiiem. In Miss Edge worth's 
nov^s we do not look for Impassioned 
8«»ntiment or poetic description. The 
little romance which appeared in her 
earlier compositions hhn ncarlv deserted 
her. Tl&e accuracy of her ezhll^ioos of 
i(oen and maniiet% however, if it do not 



constitute that charm which instantly fas- 
cinates, exerts a strong and permanent 
attraction. 

Fortunately her reputation does not 
n^stupon these Dramas, which are by no 
means caleulated to inrren'-c its support. 
The first of them is called Love and Law. 
The scene is laid in Ireland. The Ian* 
^m^e of the Dramatis Persons is suf- 
ficiently peculiar, and no doubt verj' faith- 
fully imitated. But they are all vulgar peo- 
ple, and not well discriminated except 
second-hand accounts of them. There it 
no kind of skill discovered either in the 
invention or management of the plot 
The next is called the Two Guardians, 
and tiie scene is laid in London.

love. If this were possible,, we could 
never forgivr his li>t«'nins; and peeping. 
As for thf picture of p^Tsons of fj^ali^5^ 
Mi^ Edgeworth may exhibit lier coun- 
trymen and countrywomen as she pleases, 
but we must be excused for thinkinp; bet- 
ter of eiMn/itinn tlian to helicvr that it 
ojui produce eiieclsio widely ditien^ut on 
the opposite shores of the Atlantic. 

The last of these dramas is called Uie 
Rose, Thistle and Shamrock. The scene 
is hfre rhansced ajjjain to In^land.

of uie othera. Some saperfieial national 
traits are displayed with considerable 
stron^h of ei^ression. We may add, 
too, timt the denoufmcnt^ th(»u?;h disrcnii- 
blc afar off, is not in this drama 9o mi- 
mitely anticipated as in the first, nor is it 
so improbable as in the second.

There is a 
monotony in tin; anap«stic movement 
tliat soon tires. It should be confined to 
•ongs. To have selected it for a per- 
formance of this nature Is an evidence of 
urrnnility. \()r i^. it a solitary indication. 
But as tiie production of an infant muse, 
and written with involuntary precipitan- 
cy, we are not inclined to treat it with 
harsli nci^s. It will, however, be of service 
to the author to point out some of his 
faults The fim of these is his obscurity, 
•Which has arisen, manifestly, in n j^reat 
degree from want of distinctness in his 
own mind. To some passages we can 
attach no nip^nm-. Besides this, we have 
to reprehend his awk-^varr! nnrl nnautho- 
med transposiiioDs, his unempiiatic redu- 
mcatiODS,andthe introduction of familiar- 
X *^<^Uoquial and most unpoetic phrases. 
Wriv \\ p to descend to partieulars, we 
mi^h! joint out many other defects, which 
we attiibute rather 'to want of practice 
than to want of talent. Had we not 
oiteemed something of the latter in this 
poem, we should not have thou{^ht 
it worth whilM tf) make it the snhfcct 
of rcinark. We trust that the ^vritt^r. 
Who has shown his discretion in not alHx- 
. M h» naiTie to a work of which, here- 
after, as a w hole, he will not be vaih, wfll 
improve upon mir hints.

the foul air of tne city, and more espe- 
cially by the relajuac effects of a masly 
uniform and eontinuea course' of hot wea- 
ther. It !"! under such clrcumstancf*;, 
that removal to the pure and cool atmos- 
phere of the country or sea shore, pro\ es 
so efficacious in the cholera of infants ;

Fevers, gjencrally, nave rather declined. 
Typliu^i lias decreased, both in freauency 
snd fatality : the deaths from this aiseaae 
having, according to the hills of tii(>rtafity« 
diminished uearly one IjmIF. The cases 
of Con1irHii;d fevers, noted in the list, were 
all oi tiic Synochal or huh-inilaaunatory 
Idnd. Tlie Infantile Remittent, or Sjr* 
nochus of children, appears to have dimi- 
nish ftl in frequrncy, tiiouKjh not in \io- 
ience. Some cases of this disease were 
attended by bilious vomiting and diar- 
fbiBi, but without any evident ameliora- 
tion of the fever. Another symptom that 
commonly attended tlie infantile fever, 
was a cough, wliich fro'o its 5;reat urj^en- 
cy in some inntances miglit easily have 
deceived the inexperienced, and ied to 
the suspicion, ttiat the patient was actu* 
ally labouring under a Peripnmmony^ or 
iimammation of the hmsTH. As ?»ti in-^tance 
•>f this kind might be of the most serious 
conseqikcace, tne greatest caution and 
dreutBSpection are dwnys to he exercised 
— the nature and treatment of the tM^-o 
di^eriM'S heiMjr ohvlousfy different It h 
certainly possible that these two r»>rn- 
lolauitd mxjf sometiiiic^ co-ej^ii-t: but such 



an occurrence is probably very rare. Un- 
less Peripneumony should happen to ei^> 
istat the same tLue with tlie iiifautile 
remittent fever, the cough attending thi« 
littl'T in nUvays to be regai-ded as sympa- 
thetic, being occasioned by irritation in 
the hnmcliis, lungs, or plewa, and not by 
ittilammation. Of consequence it seldom 
requires particulnr attention, and wiH 
naturally subside -vvilh the oth!»r sv.ip- 
tonis of the compiaint. i omeiilatioiis 
tb the chest, diluent or demulcent drinks, 
the cautious use of antimony or sauiUs, 
and 8ometim:;sof opiates, corapreneod 
the whole of the tn^atment necessary for 
the relief ol tliis symptom. The use of 
the lancet in the infantile fever, especially 
with symptoms of synochus, would bo^ 
productive of almost certain df tlh. 

Cases of Pneumonic hitl irnmation, 
though greatly reduced in number, have 
in several instances shown great severity 
of character; and as will be seen hy in- 
specting the liills of ffiortahty, have been 
produetive of a fHtrdity even greater than 
thai which took place in the j)r<;cedin;r 
month. It is not a very imusual occur- 
rence, forcases of Pneumonia produced 
in a high tempenlure of the atmosphere, 
to nssimie an acuteness or intt^nsit^s that 
13 seldom surpassed, if erjualled, during 
the severe cohl of winter. The stimu- 
lating quality of heated air, when applied 
to an iriilanied surface, may perhaps ae* 
count for tliis fact. Instances of spurious 
or ba.slard Pleurisy, which is only a rh» n- 
matic affection of the intercostal and 
throracic muscles, were occasionally met 
with, assuming at times almost every 
mark of genuine pleurisy.

Severe 
pain in the head has attended different 
lorma of fever, especially where there ex- 
isted a torpor of the intestinal canal, Uie 
removal f«f which sym|)tom was general* 
ly fouild to be the roost e-) t:iin way of 
relieving the affcrlion of the hend.

We agree generally with Mr. Finlay as 
it regards the object of oratory, and tlie 
manner in which its purposes are to be . 
answered, but when he makes success, 
without any qualinration, the evidence of 
merit, we Uiink he go<:s entii-ely too far. 
There are many^ circumstances, wliich 
may operate to give eflieacy to the wordfr 
of an orator, altogether extraneous to the 
style of his eloquence,and which may give 
liim success, even tliough skiii in select- 
uig and anan^ng his topics be notori- 
ouwy wanting, and though liis arrange^ 
ment may be inconclusive, and his Ian- 
guage grossly inelegant. The subject on 
w hich he addresses his audience^may be 
so oonneeted with their sympatldie8| that 
there will be need only to touch the train, 
to produce the most brilliant and astound- 
in'j: »"fr«'('t ; and in such case it surely can 
make little difference whether the match- 
be applied with die left hand or the ri^^t

neat and iUustrattiTe or not, the tempo- 
rary success may be great^ and yet the 
speech artiiaUy (i<*livered, when e.vainin- 
ed coolly and without bias, appear defi- 
cient hi all, or most of the qualities which 
ipve value to eompoution, whether it he 
read for tlie wisdom of its thoughts or 
resorted to hs a model of style. And this 
we believe, from Mr. Finlay*s account, aa 
well as from the evidence of his speechesi 
to hav(; been exactly Mr. Phillips's case. 
Snrrly it will not be sought by any one, 
even of Mr. Pliillips*8 most unhesitating 
admirers, to set him above all coun- 
>trymen as an orator, to heap on his tan" 
pies the palms and the laurels tvhich 
oave shaded the brows of G rattan and 
Curran ; and yet his success, according to 
Mr. Fiulay's mode of estimating it, has 
far exceeded theirs. The speech of 
drattan on the subject of ti&esf in the 
Irish Parlianiont, is a mnriiiincent monu- 
ment of knowledjrr, ar^nrn* nt, pathos, 
fancy and wil, tliat Wi. l^hillips can 
never hojie to equal, and yet thisnoUe 
effort of genius and patriotism was beard 
without conviction. And why.^ Be- 
f mi«;e prejudice or self-interest had blunt- 
<»d Uic perceptions of the mind and closed 
the avenues of ttie undetstanding. Cur" 
i-nn's speeches in behalf of those who w tire 
tried for treason, the speeches, for in- 
stance, ill behalf of Kowau and Finerty, 
for purity of style, — variety of know- 
ledge Strength and ingenuity of argu- 
ment,— depth of Ihouglit, — felicity of al- 
hiidon, — unaftVcied f* rvour of emotion, 
and splendour luid pertinency' of illustra- 
tion, are as far above any thmg Mr. Phil- 
lips has ever produced as "from tlie cen- 
tre, thrice to the utmost pole;" and yet, 
pow «'rful as they were, they could not pro- 
cure a verdict of acquittal. And why 
eould they not? The deep-seated preju- 
dices of an alarmed and jealous govern- 
ment forbade. The eloquence of Cur- 
ran and Gratfan, (we mention these 
names because ihey are Irislmien, and 
have made their greatest eflTorts in Ire* 
Jand,)— compared with that of Mr. Phil- 
lips, is like a deep broad river, moving its 
vast volume of ;it<T ;i<rainst the base of 
an everlasting lull, compared with the 
noisy torrent pouring down its side. If 
tile hill he not borne from its foundation 
by the one, and if the soil be washed 
aw ay hy the otln r, is it because the latter 
has more power Uiau the former? Truly, 
no : and when Mr. Plullips*s Speeches 
beire got hi their whohs harvest of ap- 
plause, and are no longer remembered 
proofs of tiial; temporarv cor- 
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tuptioii of tarte, wUch in these efler^ 
vesdng thnes, has wrought as many 

strange metamorphn^rs as the cnp of 
Circ e or (he horn of Oberon, thesjieeches 
of Grattan and Curran will be descending 
through generation after generation wi^ 
accumulating honours. 

Mr. Finia}' pa^'s, that " the dictate of 
the ima}i;ination is the inspiration of ora- 
tory, which imparts to matter animation 
and sou V' and that ^ without it, the 
speaker sinks into the mere dry ar^uer, 
tne matter-of-fact man," &:c. This is aa 
erroneous sentiment inelej^nntly express- 
ed. The dictate of imagination, is not 
the inspiration of oratory, and very few 
of those men, w ho have most distinguish- 
ed themselves hy their I'loqiience, ha\e 
displ.iyed, or even possesseii much inia- 
g'mation, in the sense in which Mx. Fiulay 
uses the word. Demosthenes, for exam- 

{►le, was so far from owing his ehicacy to 
lis ima'jination, that scarcely Ik - thettx 
ever been an orator of any eniinencc, 
who luis manifested so liale. — his 
orations derived their power from tlie 
manner in wiiich he fcit his subject, and 
the encrg3' of his ftM-liiigs wivs impartc'd to 
his words. The li!>erty of Greece de- 
pended on his tongue, and full of the 
grandeur of this theme, and feeliri^ all hts 
soul moved within him, he could not stop 
the strong current of his argomenr, 
and wait for fancy to weave garland^s 
The imagination, of which ]Mr, Finlay 
speaks, bekmgs almost exclusively to the 
poet; the inspiration of the orator, is pas- 
sion, it Is that divine warmth of soul, 
whioli ^ives to the lips of the orator, an 
energy as if they had been touched with 
a live coal from oflfthe alfaft Or if great 
orators have sometimes been distingiii^-'v 
ed for tlie richness of their fancy, ihry 
have ht t n cautious of indulging it, aiid in 
fact, even Iheir eloquence has been most 
powerful, when it nas been most direct 
and simple. 

Though we think Mr. P hDHps's speeches 
on public occasions, his hesi speeches, yet 
they jue Loo tiften deformed by the ex- 
travagance of a totally undisciplined fan- 
cy, and are too uniformly inflated. Still, 
however, they contain s-li ikins; passnfrcs, 
many ju«t sentiments, and a tone of feel- 
ing somewhat proportionateto the subject. 
We will quote one pas.::!j;< . which fur- 
nishes we believe one of lh«' least excep- 
ti()i!;M(' Fperrmen'? of Mr. Piiiliips's style, 
and vNhich, at the same time, contains an 
interestuig detail of the names of those 
Irishmen, who have figured so conspicu- 
ously \u the service of llu' British p>v«'rn- 
men^.

At this period Mrs. Flarring- 
ton bethought her of a scheme for allay- 
ing his triimors hy removing the exciting 
cause. She sent for old SUnoD and agreed 
to give him an aniuial stipend provided he 
would never again visit the street in which 
she resided. Simon adiiered to this bar- 
gain, but divulged the conditions. No 
AK>ner did his brethren learn this profita-

He applied forthwith to Uie police, and 
after much trouble got rid of the annoy- 
ance. 

]VTr. ffarrington was no more a friend 
to the Jews th»n our hero. He was even 
taking a stand against the ministry, on the 
bin for naturalizing them. He consider- 
ed ibe interest which his son took in every 
discussion, in wliieh rlie nrime of this peo- 
ple was inirodiKU'd at this time., as an evi- 
dence of wonderful precocity, being ig- 
aorant of the state or his hearer's mind. 
He resolved, tlnM-efore, to send his hope- 
ful heir to a pul)lie school, as best calcu- 
lated to improve his expandins )>owers. 
At this school, Harrington found his old 
playfeilow, Lord Mowbray. Here he 
passed five years.

Hur, iugsou's friendship for Mow- 
bray, and liis hatred for the Jews, attach- 
ed him to his party. The choice, how- 
•ver, feU ujpon Jacob, principally on tiie 
reeomTnen(fation of one of the youngost 
of the sciiolai-s, who had ex'<erienced a 
signal instance of his honesty and liberaii* 
ty. Mowbray 'ii hostility, nevertheless, wee 
not subAiea. He used every means in 
his power to molest tlie poor, peaceable, 
unotlending Jew, and oil one occasi<m 
had resolved to use him with violetied 
To pick a quarrel, he plied him with 
rious interrogatories. Among other que 
tions. he asked him wiio was his father. 
Jaeob declined answering this question ; ' 
and Mowbray seissed on liis reserve and 
embarrassment on this point, as evidence 
of his father's baseness and criminality. 
Harrington was hurt by his fordsfup's 
rudeness and inhumanity, and interposed 
in favour of the Jew. Mowi>ray now 
turned his rage upon his champion, and 
his insolence soon led to blows. In tlie 
seuflle whirh ensued, Jacob, at the in- 
stance ol ilaiTiugton, made liis escape. 
He returned no more in his Tocation.

Circumstances occurred to prevent 
Hamnffton from finding out Mr. Monte- 
nero immediately on his arrival in town. 
His father and mother set thcu- faces 
resolutely against his cultivating an In- 
timacy with a Jew, and the latter, as a 
precautionary measwe, burnt his intro- 
ductory letter.

mow bray had another incentive than 
love. His dissipation had deeply invol- 
ved Iiis fortune, and tlie portion 01 a ,T<'Vi - 
ish heiress would have been a very con- 
vement supply. In fact, his necessities 
drove him at last to a declaration. lie 
was rejected, and flrd to the continent..

Fowler, Hjurington's old 
nurse, who was now tlie confidante of 
Lady de Brantefield, having been detect- 
ed by our hero in an attempt to defraud 
her mistress and ruin poor Jacob, hearing 
of his Lordship's decease, seized the op- 
portunity of purchasing her pardon by 
revealinga scene of iniquity in which she 
had been Ii)>trumont. At the instiga- 
linn of Lord Mowhi ny, whose wnt'en in- 
^^t^uctions she jiroducfd, slie liad spread 
a report that Harrington had l»een insane 
when a child, and was still subject to fits 
of derangement She had found means 
to hi'in^^ tliis rumour to the ears of Mr. 
Montenero. Lord Mowbrny \\iu\ whis- 
pered the same thing to lum, and iiar- 
Hngton's occasional ecstasies had con- 
firmed the opinion. It was this supposed 
liability to mental alienation, that render- 
ed him, in the estimation of Mr. Monte- 
nero, unfit for a husband and a father. 
Tliis difficulty having been cleared up, 
nothing was now wanting to Harrington's 
h.appiness but f-ither's approval of his 
choice. His inviolable oath, by Jupiter 
Ammon, takes aw^ay all hope of that — 
when loi and behold, it comes out that 
Miss Montenero's mother was a good 
Christian, and that she had be»'n ednrated 
in the true faith ! As, tiierefore, si»e was 
no Jewess^ the oath by Jupiter Aminon 
did not take effect, and no intpediment 
longer retarded the mutual fefioity of tbe 
youthful pah'. 

This is a rough sketch of the story ; 
but it furnishes a fair display of the ma- 
terial, though it exhibits none of the in- 
genuity of the manufacture. We have 
not been able even to delineate the cha- 
racters. Harrington appears to be a sim- 
ple, credulous, well-meaning, direct and 
tolerably resoUite young man. His fa- 
ther is a projudic ed, gruff, testy old gen- 
tleman ; his m<»ther a ner\'ous valetudi- 
narian. LfOrd Mowbray is an ovtrluar-

cious and fusliionable man. IIU condt?rt 
to Hanin-lo:K however, is ?if»t ^i fHcii-utly 
ncroinitf!! f";- : and it ir< finite al)-';r<l !«♦ 
kill him oii. lu a duel about a t>chuol-b<>y 
bickering. Lord Mowbray with bis rank, 
talents and accomplishments, certaiidy 
need not have resorted to tnider!; lid 
means to van«juish Harrington in the 
outset of their intimacy with the Moij- 
teneros, — yet he must then have enter- 
tained a design, and felt ft ^alousy, OF 
he would not liave taken j>ains to llirow 
out insinualions so injurious Joourliero. 

As for Jacob, he is made quite too eon- 
s{)icuous a personage. Iri fact, too many 
Jews and Jewish incidents, which we 
havt^ not room to recfMint. are brought in 
perforce. Mr. Montenero is ejpially dis- 
tinguished for the qualities of his head 
and heart. He had long resided in Ame- 
rica, and Miss Edgew orth has done lhi=> 
country the ju« tie<> to prni'^e the liberality 
of its ])ublie -eutinient as well as tlie uii- 
distinguishiii^ toleration of its laws. All 
we require is, t!iai '<nery man should b«: 
fully convinced in his own mnid,' and 
show the orthodoxy of hi^ <-reed by his 
outward conduct. Miss ivionleucro is a 
lovely, sensitive, interesting girl — but she 
is no Jewess! and the whole fabric 
which the author hud raised falls be- 
fore this single fart. By tlnins: away 
this prominent impediment to ihe union 
of the lovers, she complete destroys 
the interest of the reader, and the mo- 
ral of her (.lie. Tlie mod" ad sjited to • 
dirpose (>f tiie dilUcully, is'ataeii adniis- 
i^lon tiiat it could be got over in no other 
way. Miss Edgeworth is quite willing 
to allow the Jews to be very eli ver good 
people, hut it is pretty plain that she does 
not think a Hebrew damsel a proper- 
helpmate for a Jolni Bull. There is a 
narrowness of spirit In this confesston, of 
which we should not have saspected our 
author. On the contrary, we remember 
instances in which her philanthropy 
has quite transrended our sympathy, m 
one of her novels she very seriously ad- 
%'oeates connubial lo'.e between blacks 
and whites, — and a; aud'r compels one of 
her minor heroines to receive a sooty 
spousu. She considers radical difference * 
of race and nature, as a trilling circum- 
stance,- but an accidental variety' in tiie 
hue of faith, is an ui5Surmo!intable bar- 
rier ! We do not tiiink the Jews of Ame- 
rica will feel themselves much obliged 
by tlie (??ttent of her <-oncesiions.

As JBIisa Edgeworth has gJ iierally pro- 
posed to IiLTstMf sonir ohjj'ct in her wri- 
tings beyond mere f^ntertaiiimcnt, and as 
this taie does not t'urnisii an unusual pro- 
portiori of that ingredient, we are led to 
inquire into its moral purpose. But our 
cndf.n ours to discover the lesson which 
it was iiitiMided to convcj', hnve bfen 
hitherto unavailing. The scope of Har- 
rington was obvious enough. Indeed we 
were not perndtled for a moment to lose 
sight of itfi design. In Ormond, on tlie 
other hand, every thin';^ is confuseci .md 
TODtradictoiy. Tlie liero is a bold Im- 
petuous youth, whose rashness leads iiim 
into errors which his firmness rejMsrs. 
We cannot imagine fliat any moral is to 
be drawn from liis example. Sir Ulick 
O'SI lane's history, indeed, shows how 
pecuniary embarrassments, the result of 
profusion, undermine integrity and de- 
stroy ingenuousness. The meannesses to 
which Sir Ulick was driven, and of which 
he had onl^ the virtue to be ashamed, 
are mortifying evidences of the suhordi- 
mStm of duffaeter to eircumstances. 
The man who would preserve his honour 
shonld endeavour to preserv e his inde- 
pendence. Success, indeed, in the opinion 
of tiie world, sanctions the most unprin- 
cipled speculations, but failure lays the 
best grounded sdiendes open to censure. 
A man before he enters on a hazardous 
project should be satisHet! not only of the 
feasibility of the undertaking, but of his 
own ability to execute it From false 
estimates of his means or talents Sir 
UBck in labouring to retrieve the ii\ju- 
non« fffeets of extr;i\ a;:;anee, by an 
adventurous j>o]icy, involved those in his 
ruin for whose benefit lie toiled. But 
there Is nothing new or striking in Sir 
T JIick*8 case. We see every day similar 
instanre^^ equally impressive. K'm^ Corny 
came to his dealli by the explosion of a 
fowling piece of his own invention. This 
may m meant as a solemn warning to 
ingenious people not to get b]o\\ n u[) by 
their own contrivances.

profit. 

' The hig^ and deserved reputation of 
Miss Edgeworthf warranted expectations 

whicli these volumes liave not nu t. Ihey 
alford no original views ol life that nre 
remarkable Ibr their vividness or their 
truth. The elTect of early impressions is 
entirely overrated in Harrington. We 
know It is iiashionable doctrine that tiie 
cast of character is materially inllueni ed 
by accidental associatious in childhood. 
We are unbelievers in this creed. We 
will admit that the mind generally takes 
the colour of external condition^ and that 
natural dispositions are not proof against 
the force of habit. In tlie lower Wiiiks 
of Ufe we do not look for towering intel- 
lect, nor the suhlimer virtues. Ignovanee 
represses the expaotton of the one, ynd 
a(iverjiit\' chills the growth of the other. 
But a vigorous understanding, distiplined 
to exertion by a rejjuiar education, and 
nurtured by a kindly aliment^ will eman- 
cipate itself by its own energies from the 
thraldom of childish prejudice. Much 
misery as chjimber mnidn myy cause by 
their stupid lies to i>eiieving babes, wo 
doubt theiroperation beyond the nurserv, 
on any but grown infants. Pope has said 
of * common muids,' that they receive 
their bias from education. But education 
means not merely elementai y instruction, 
but the whole experience of life. Witli 
every change of situation a new couneof 
study and trial is commenced. Impres- 
SiOTis on character are lasting rather in 
proportion to tlie continuance of th»; pres- 
sure of the die, than to the force of its ap- 
plication. Custom may be so Uiterwoven 
with nature as to become indissoluble ; 
hut the most violent emotion'^ sii!»side 
with the removal of their exciting causes, 
and the phantoms of fear and grief va- 
nish with the sentimentB which generated 
them. 

We will not however enter into a wider 
discussion of this ijuestion, than the oc- 
ca.Hioii reouires. Wc agree witii i.ljsa 
Edgewortn in the nudn. Bugbear stories 
doubtless cause children a gr» at deal of 
serious unhappiness, and it is the duty of 
motliers to keep a strict watch over tlvir 
tender ofTsprinj; to guard Ihem from im- 
bibing error, and wStming from imposi- 
tion. 

We perceive in these volumes a falling 
ofT in style, as well as in strength d tc- 
curacy of delineation.

nent of Europe, w lu re it begins to be in 
general use. We are however happy to 
observe, that even wiA us, Messrs. Cor- 
rea and Ralincsque are endeavouring to 
inlroduce and t«'acli the metliod of na- 
ture, and Mr. E. has with much propriety 
noticed to which of the orders of Jea- 
sieu, every genus belongs.

This last species appears to be the 
larj'cst real sea-snake, which has fallen 
under the personal ol>i><Tvntion of natural- 
ists as yet. But larger species still have 
Keen noticed at different periods. If I had 
the time and opportunity of perusing all 
the accounts of travellers and hi'^tormn*?, 
I could probably bring many into notice ; 
but this tedious labour must be ] ) < t stponed, 
end I must warn those that may be in- 
clined to inquire into the subject, not to 
hf deceived by the impeYfeet and exagge- 
{;ated accounts of ancient or unknown 
writtars. Whenever they nather mention 
the scales nor tail of their Sea Serpents, 
or whf'n thrx nssert they liad no scales, 
or had gills or tins, you must in all those 
instances be certain that tliey are real 
Itehes rather than Serpents, ifierenjight 
however be found some Sea Snakes wntli- 
i3iit scales, since there are such land snakes, 
and thert! are fishes with scales and yet 
wiihiKit fms ; but there are no fl^^hea ivitil- 
out gilifl, and no snakes or serpents with 
^lls ! in thiit important cfaaraeter the clas- 
sical (listh)ction consists. 

Nearly all the writers which I can re- 
member, ha\e been unacouainted witli 
"tlQtr tMmA dlStviclkii; aAd mey hare 
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in imitation of the ancient G^fik and Ro- 
man writers^ given the name of Sea- 
Snakes to the large eels or fi hes tliey 
happened to observe ; thi» i aiiprehend 
is the case with Pontopidan in his Natnnfl 
History of Norway, with Mongitore in 
' his remarkahh* objects of Sicily, with Le- 
guat in his travels to Rodriguez-Island, 
&LC. Their observations, and the facta 
they record, are notwithstanding equally 
valuable, since they relate to monstrous 
unknown fishes, which seldom fall under 
the observation of men. The individuals 
of huge species are not niuucrous in na- 
ture, c>itluT on land and in water, and It Is 
probable the^- often become extinct f<Vr 
want of fruid or reproduction. 

Among tile four difl'erent animals which 
have lately been observed by Americans, 
and named Sea-Serpents, only one (the 
Massachusetts Serpent) a])pear«? to be 
such: another is evidently a fish, and two 
are doubtful. 1 shall oiTer a few remarks 
on each.

the U.S. Army. To this work, an account 
of the Indian tribes f!a?t and West of the 
Mississijipi, is added; ami likewise, the 
Journal of Mr. Le iiaye wliile a captive 
with the Sioux nation, on the waters of 
tiie Missouri. This Journal occupies 
from page 158 to 204, and is roph te with 
useful and valuable geographicid infor* 
malion and natural observations. 

Mr. Charles Le Baye, who appears t» 
have licen a Canadian trader, and an in- 
telligent man, was going, in 1801, to trade 
with the O^ajre nation, when, on the 23d 
of October, he was made a prisoner and 
plundered, by a party of Sioux of Nado- 
wessies, who were then at war with the 
Osages. He remained their captive until 
the 26th April, 1815, and during that pe- 
riod visited many nations on both sides 
of the Missouri, such as the RicaraSr 
Mandans, Minetarrees, and the Crow, the 
Flat-head and Snake Indians. He was 
allowed to accompany a hunting party oC 
Minetarrees (or Menitures or Gros-ven- 
tres) to the plain of Ihe Yellow Stone 
river, and the tipper plains of the Mis- 
soiui, near the Kocky Mountains. Those 
excursions enabled him to observ e ma- 
ny of the new and rare Quadrupeds of 
tliose regions, and he appears to have 
been the first observer, woo hasnotfeed 
them with accuracy, and whose ohser\ a- 
tions li nvc been communicated to the 
piih]ic ; Sint r such «»bsci*vations of Crtp- 
tains Lewis and Clarke, as relMe to those 
parts, were only made between \90A ani 
1806, and not published imtil 1814. 

Those circvunstances will render Mr 
Le Raye'a observations partirulnrly in- 
terestiog. It is from intelligent travel 
lers that naturalists derive thdr most 
correct and accurate materials: I con- 
sider those furnished 1 »y Mr. Le Raye n% 
hijrhly valuable, mostly new, and entitled 
to pnorit) i wherefore they claim the

He had been induced 
to believe, from observing the languor of 
the circulation in tlie leg, .'ifter the ope- 
ration for poplitinl aneuribm, that in the 
present instance, it v. ould be so long be-' 
fore the circulation would be completely 
restored by anastomosis, that the absor- 
bents, having the balance of action in 
their favour, would not only maintain it, 
so as to remove the present enlargement, 
but also, to prevent any ' future accumvh 
lation. When the operation ivas per-> 
formed the right lep; wrrs ten inches lar^r 
in circumference than the left. In about 
a fortnight afterv\ards, it had become 
diminished to neariy mb same sixe wfth 
the healUiy limb. This was veiy grati- 
fying to Mr. Cooper; the absorbents had 
performed tiie labour he liad projected 
for tiiem — they had removed tlie oii- 
ginal deposition; it remained now to be 
proved, that they could prevent any 
future enlai'gcment.

I admire lus enter- 
pnse ; it bears hun along to the noblest 
achievements; he is not retarded by tlui 
obstacles which dishearten and disarm 
common men : Even m his failures I see 
a grandeur of design, whidi markithe 
greatness of his character; they seem ta 
arise out of circumstances which no hu- 
man power can either prt-vent or con- 
trol. I shall leave London with regret 
that I lose forever afterwards the instnie* 
tion of so Rreat a man.

He was born in 17G1, and died 
in a sponging-house, in 1C04, after a life 
of unpitied poverty, debasing, dissipation, 
and brutal sensuality. The rapiaity of 
hia execution waa aucb, that wb^ he had 
become known and esteemed as an artist, 
fortune and fame were within his grasp, 
hut his vices made him an easy prey of 
greedy picture dealers, who grew rich 
upon liie creation of his genius^ and gave 
hun gin m return. His farm-yards, fish- 
ermrn or smugglers on Ihe sea coast, and 
siJiiilar scenes from nature, are not to ho 
excelled. The female figure in No. 173, 
is defective m drawing. 

No. 95. Portraits of children.

August cominoncod with very little Ta- 
riation in the t<.'niperature of tlie atmos- 
phere ; aud has been mostly a continua- 
tion of the flidtry heats that were frequent- 
ly experienced in July. The weather, 
until near tlie termination of the month, 
was uniformly warm, and sometinies hot 
and oppressive for a number of dav'S in 
succession : the thermometer, at different 
times, marking 88<* in the shade, at noon, 
and generally ranging between 80 and 
86 — After a long course of not days, a 
sudden and extensive vicissitude occurred 
on the morning of tlie a4th ; when the 
wind, which, previously to this period, 
had blown almost constantly between the 
S. E. and S W., suddenly shifted to the 
N. accompanied with a little rain; and 
the thermometer, whicli on the preceding 

aftmoou wa^ at 8a° In the ^hade, now 



stood as low as 54*, making a variation of 
28** in the short space of 12. or 14 hours-. 
The wind continued Northerly, through- 
out the remainder of the monUi ; and tli« 
tiiermometer .did jiot again indicate siim- 
mer heat, until the SOth and 31st. The 
highest temperature of this period has 
been 89" ; lowest 01"; greatest diurnal 
variation, between suruise and sunset, 
150 : mean temperature, at 6 o'clock in 
the morning, 68* ; at S in the aftemooq, 
78*» and 52-100 ; at sunset 74° and 
65-100: — Greatest elevation of the mcE- 
eury in the Barometer SO inches 87-100 9 
on the 11th, wind S. E. moderate, over- 
cast: ereatest depression, S9 inches; on 
the 4ui, wind S., cloudy: — quantity of 
rain 8 inches and 53-100. During the 
whole of this month, there has been a to- 
tal want of those thunder showers tluif 
usually pervade the summer season, and 
t4Mid to renew and purify &e atmosphere^ 
The fervid rays of the sun were seldom 
ol>acured, or wholly intercepted by 
clouds ; at least for a considerable tim& 
There has not, however, been a want of 
moisture; for, besides the south-east 
storm of tlie 1 1th and 12th, the 3d, 4tb, 
.Oth, 7th, 8th, 9th, 14th, 17th, 19th, 21st, 
£4th and dOth, were all more or lesQ 
riiowery, or attended with tranrfent 
of rain. — ^The storm, which commenced 
about 10 o'clock, on the morning of the 
11th, and continued to noiir down ince^ 
sanUy till between 2 and 3 o'clock of the 
afternoon of the lSth,is admowledged to 
have been the heaviest rain that has be«i 
known to have fallen for many years ; 
amounting, by measurement, to full 6 
inches on a level. — The cisterns overflow- 
ed, and the cellars of many houses ad« 
joining the docks, or rituated in the Vm 
and more sunken parts of the city, and 
particularly in the neighbourhood of the 
Collect, were filled with water. This storm 
a})pears to have extended through the 
greater part of tile Umted States ; uough 
not sumiltaneously, nor with me sam» 
degree of violence, lu the southern and 
western states, it occurred on the 8th and 
91h ; and in some places was productive 
of material damase 

fVom an dtenuve view of the dlseasQi 
of this interval, it appears that the gen^ 
ral health of the city is as favourable as 13 
common at tlie conclusion of the summer 
season. — ^The biUs of mortality announce 
a small increase of deaths; but, of thesa^ 
a considerable proportioii has been amon^ 
children under two years of age : who^ 
from the great moliility and tenderness 
of tht'ir systems, are ptxuliarly liable to

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snsrrpfi})ili(y is ol'teii iiH'iTased by the 
ailditiuiial irritaiion of teething. 

The general character of ue diseases 
lias been nuich the same as in tlie pre- 
ceding month. The leading complaints 
lirive been fevers of different kinds ; he- 
patic derangements ; and liisurders of the 
pritiw Tue, as evinced hy the titles cho- 
lera, dysenterta, diarrhcea, d^spepsia^ 
castrodvnia, enterodynia, cohca, &.c. 
These have amounted, conjointly, to al- 
muiit luUf of the total number of patients 
treated at the Dispenijary. Of tlie class 
of intestinal affections, the Dysenteric 
form has been the most prevalent, or at 
least thf most fatal. 

Dinorders of tlie first passages, and of 
the hepatic functions, tending to jaundice, 
have been occasionally obser\'ed. Serious 
consequences some.times arise from in- 
fianujiations of the stomach and bowels, 
that occur in the hot season, being 
mistaken for the effects of indigestion, 
datulc^nce, or acrimonious bile, and 
treated merely as cases of Gastrodynia, 
ICin mlynia, Colica, or similar gQStric and 
inicHlinal affections. 

Rheumatic complaints,chief!y of tlic chro- 
nic sortfhavebeen somewhat frequen t, con- 
sidering the season of the year. They 
were much aggravated by the sudden di- 
minution of temperatui'c, that took place 
tuwards the termination of the mont!).— 
Acute diseases of the thoracic viscera 
haye nearly disappeared. — One of the 
case? of croup, reported in the list, yield- 
ed to the o|M ration of an emetic, which 
remedy will not unfrequentiy, alone, suc- 
ceed in effecting a removal of tlus disor- 
der, in its early or formirsg stage, w hilst 
tlie di.sease 1m yet local ; t>ut whnn it is 
fairly sf^ated, and general excitement has 
suj-ervened, the iwe of the lancet becomes 
inilisptnsable. • 

The relaxing and enervating effects of 
the sumnipi- heats have produced much 
g<'neral l.nip:uor, or idiopathic di'bllity, 
which ha-* increased the predisposition 
to msmy morbid symptoms, that are more 
peculiarly coimected with dilTerent kinds 
t-r rv\cvs, of wliich a considerable au;;- 
111 litiitiou is i vident The autunuial in- 
termittent has already begun to nrevail ; 
and remittents, as well as synocnus and 
typhus, are more general. The nature 
and flia:-net»'r of f- vers have differed nr- 
cording to lo- al rircumstauces, and to the 
coustitutio oi the individuals in whom 
tl^ey occurred. In some they were con^ 



neetrd with ^Ji^tnc .-rud liojuilie deranjce- 
menla. A typhoid tendency was evjdeut 
in many cases of synochus, and seemed 
only to require confined rooms and stimu- 
lant diet, with the e;u*ly exhibition of bark, 
wine, and other heating things, to render 
them intractable and highly dangerous. 
Cathartics, antimonials, diluent drinks, 
and cooling diet, during the first feiv davs, 
generally arrested the complaint. Ke- 
mittents, in some canes, ;?ssumed an in* 
flammatory cliaracter — ^w hile, in other in- 
stances, they manifested all the symp" 
toms of the true bilious fever, and were 
attended w Ifh nautia, vomiting, aiid spon- 
tanr^ous discharges of bile. — Of the cases 
of intemiittents, contained in the forego- 
ing catalogue, one halfwere produced dur- 
ing the latter part of the month, subse* 
quent to the sudden reduced temperature 
of the atmosphere. Two cases of inter- 
mittents were transformed into remit- 
tents ; and remittents have, in some in* 
ataftccs, degenerated into typhus. 

Many cutaneous diseases nave been pre- 
valent in this, as well as in the preceding 
months: but those, usually accompanied 
with much fever, such as Scarlatina,?Vari- 
ola, and Rubeola, were not observed.^ 
TaseB of Prurigo have been common, 
and, in several instatiet's, occurred in per- 
sons considerably advanced ia life.
